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Deadly Doping Meets Its Match_ _ By: Mark Hansen

NSLM OPENS EXHIBIT 
HONORING FARRIERS 


T he National Sporting Library and 
Museum in Middleburg, Va., has 
opened an exhibit that pays homage 
to the blacksmith.

R.A.C.E. FUND 
ENDOWED 
BY ON-LINE 
BEniNG SITE 

T he Retirement Assistance and Care 
for Equines (R.A.C.E.) Fund has 
been added to those charities to 
which players on Darkhorsebet.com, an 
on-Une horse-wagering site, can donate. 

The non-profit R.A.C.E. Fund joins 
Mid-Atlantic Horse Rescue, the Amer¬ 
ican Standardbred Adoption Program, 
New Vocations and the Permanently 
Disabled Jockeys Fund as host charities. 
Under terms of the program, Darkhorse 
bet.com gives 1 percent of horse play¬ 
ers’ handle at year’s end to their selected 
charity, at no cost to bettors. 

‘‘It is our way of saying, ‘Thanks 
for choosing us as your player’s site, 
and we want to give back to the horse 
racing community,’” said Mike Weiss, 
Darkhorsebet’s managing director. “It’s 
a win-win.” 

The R.A.C.E. Fund, based in Har¬ 
risburg, Pa., provides funding sources 
for Thoroughbred race horses and race 
track pony horses transitioning to a 
safe and fulfiUing Ufe of retirement or 
post-track endeavors. Darkhorsebet is 
Ucensed by the North Dakota Racing 
Commission. 


NJ BREEDERS CHALLENGE CHRISTIE SUBSIDY CUTS 


T he Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associ¬ 
ation of New Jersey (TBANJ) has 
filed a court appeal challenging 
Governor Chris Christie’s authority to kiU 
$15 miUion in racing industry subsidies 
approved by state lawmakers. 

The motion, filed with the AppeUate 
Division of the Superior Court of New 
Jersey, asserts that Gov. Christie’s veto 
lacks constitutionaUty and violates the 
state’s separation of powers doctrine. 

In February, the New Jersey legislature 
passed a law allowing the racing commis¬ 


sion to allocate $15 million in state subsi¬ 
dies to the horse racing industry. 

Nearly five months later, following a 
TBANJ request for $10 miUion in state- 
bred purse enhancements, the New Jersey 
Racing Commission voted to divide $15 
million equally between the state’s Thor¬ 
oughbred and Standardbred race tracks. 
The commission awarded $2.5 to Atlantic 
City, Meadowlands and Monmouth Park 
Thoroughbred tracks, $5 million to the 
Meadowlands and $2.5 million to Freehold 
Raceway Standardbred tracks. No subsidy 
money was specified for the TBANJ. 


On July 1, Gov. Christie invalidated the 
racing commission’s allocation of funds, 
which the TBANJ decried as unconstitu¬ 
tional. The breeders’ association also ques¬ 
tioned Gov. Christie’s ability to veto the 
racing commission action after signing into 
law the measure that empowered it to 
allocate the funds. 

In addition, the TBANJ also seeks to 
overturn the racing commission’s $15 mil¬ 
lion allocation, saying that action was arbi¬ 
trary and capricious.

NO RACE-DAY LASIX 
FOR 2-YEAR-OLDS IN 
2012 GRADED STAKES 

T he American Graded Stakes Com¬ 
mittee has announced a pilot pro¬ 
gram that will ban furosemide and 
other race-day medications in graded 
2-year-old stakes in 2012. 

Amid a growing industry-wide move¬ 
ment to curtail same-day drug administra¬ 
tion to racing Thoroughbreds, the AGSC 
said it would reassess the pohcy late in 
2012 with the possibility of extending the 
prohibition to graded stakes for aU ages. 

The heightened scrutiny of race-day 
medications has centered on furose¬ 
mide, the pulmonary-bleeding suppres¬ 
sant known as Lasix or Salix. In July, 
the Breeders’ Cup announced it would 
ban race-day medications for 2-year-olds 
beginning next year. The Breeders’ Cup 
board of directors defended the action 
given the increased presence of European 
horses that train, but do not race, on 
Lasix. 

Veterinarian J. David Richardson, 
AGSC chairman, said the committee 
sought to address concerns about the 
integrity of the breed and to take preemp¬ 
tive steps to protect graded-stakes horses 
given their enhanced hkeHhood to breed. 

Forty-nine graded stakes for 2-year- 
olds were scheduled for 2011. The AGSC, 
which operates under the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association, typi¬ 
cally gauges policy adherence in deter¬ 
mining stakes grading. 

Separately, The Jockey Club vice- 
chairman Stuart Janney III on August 
14 endorsed ‘‘measured steps” toward 
medication-free racing. 

AGAINST STRONACH 
PLEA, GULFSTREAM 
PARK WILL MAINTAIN 
LASIX POLICY 

G ulfstteam Park will not ban race-day 
furosemide use during its winter 
meeting despite track owner Frank 
Stronach’s request to do so. 


MEDICATION DEBATE 


Track president Tim Ritvo revealed in 
mid-August that horses would continue to 
race on the respiratory-bleeding medica¬ 
tion following discussions between Gulf- 
stream Park officials and the Florida 
Department of Business and Professional 
Regulations, which oversees state pari¬ 
mutuel affairs. Gulfstteam Park eventually 
seeks to phase out race-day use of Lasix 
and SaHx, Ritvo said, and wiU host forums 
to determine how best to effecmate it 
once the season opens on December 3. 

Florida horsemen strongly opposed 
Stronach’s requested prohibition, saying 
the humid South Florida weather exacer¬ 
bates breathing difficulties for race horses. 

According to Ritvo, Gulfstteam Park 
win solicit state input in determining any 
potential changes in medication policy. 
Stronach indicated that he would not pur¬ 
sue a Lasix ban absent state consent. 

Stronach requested a cessation of 
race-day Lasix use in written appeals to 
the Maryland Racing Commission and 
to racing commissions in other states 
in which he owns race tracks, including 
California and Oregon. None of those 
states had initiated steps to change Lasix 
policy. 

RMTC SUPPORTS 
LASIX USE-WITH 
CONDITIONS 

A s the racing industry reexamines 
the essence of furosemide use, the 
Racing Medication and Testing Con¬ 
sortium (RMTC) board of directors has 
recommended that the pulmonary bleed¬ 
ing inhibitor remain a race-day medication 
but one administered only by regulatory 
veterinarians. 

The board, which met on August 4, 
also voted to eliminate adjunct bleeder 
medications, to tighten security measures 
and to impose stricter penalties on viola¬ 
tors. 

The drug-pokey arm of the Association 
of Racing Commissioners International 
(RCI), the RMTC will entrust its board to 
effect a model rule that RCI wiU consider 
for implementation. 

“These steps will ekminate the need 
for private veterinary involvement on race 


day,” said NTRA president Alex Waldrop, 
whose report preceded the board’s action. 

Alan Foreman, RMTC vice-chairman 
and CEO of the Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Associations, presented a report on 
the work of the RMTC Penalty Guideknes 
Committee. At the recommendation of 
the committee, RMTC directors voted to: 

• Estabksh a June 1, 2012, deadkne 
for racing commissions to revise the 
phenylbutazone threshold from 5 
micrograms per milkkter to 2 micro¬ 
grams per milliliter; 

• Estabksh uniform penalty guideknes 
across racing jurisdictions; 

• Change the 365-day period for 
Category B prohibited drugs to 
“within two years in any jurisdiction” 
for a second violation and “within a 
five-year period in any jurisdiction” 
for a third violation; 

• Develop a kst of laboratory detec¬ 
tion levels at which all positive tests 
in U.S. racing will be caked; 

• Develop a kst of approved thera¬ 
peutic medications with appropri¬ 
ate corresponding withdrawal-time 
guideknes. 

Chris Scherf, RMTC vice-chairman 
and Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
executive vice-president, said any initia¬ 
tive toward ekminating Lasix in 2-year-old 
races would require further study. 

The AAEP Racing Committee, mean¬ 
while, wiU produce a model of best prac¬ 
tices on security standards for industry 
consideration. The next RMTC board 
meeting was scheduled for October 6. 

The RMTC encompasses 25 rac¬ 
ing industry stakeholders and organi¬ 
zations that represent Thoroughbred, 
Standardbred, American Quarter Horse 
and Arabian racing. The organization 
works to develop and promote uniform 
rules, pokeies and testing standards at the 
national level; coordinate research and 
educational programs that seek to ensure 
the integrity of racing and the health and 
welfare of race horses and participants; 
and protect the interests of the racing 
pubke.

JOCKEY CLUB STUDY CITES 
SPORT’S ILLS AND NEEDS 


A withering fan base poses an uncertain 
future for the nation's racing indus- 
.try, a report commissioned by The 
Jockey Club has concluded. 

The comprehensive study conducted 
by the McKinsey & Company consulting 
firm, determined that fewer spectators are 
betting less on horse races. Casinos and 
online-poker offerings have lured away a 
segment of horseplayers, the report con¬ 
cluded, and the sport has proven unable to 
offset those defections. 

The McKinsey report said efforts to 
attract fans should include increased televi¬ 
sion coverage, free-to-play websites, fewer 
races, cooperative scheduling to increase 
field si 2 e and quality, and greater integrity 
by the sport's practitioners. 

McKinsey interviewed more than 120 
industry officials and stakeholders who 
cited the divisive medication issues and 
discord among horsemen and industry 
leaders as detracting from the sport's pop¬ 
ularity. 

Views also were solicited from non-rac¬ 
ing persons, who generally spoke poorly 


of the sport. Only 22 percent said they 
like it. 

Racing's upticks are relatively marginal, 
the study imphed. Wagering on major 
races has risen 23 percent the past decade 
(helped by internet betting); Kentucky 
Derby-Gl attendance has increased 8 per¬ 
cent since 2000, and Breeders' Cup televi¬ 
sion ratings are up 6 percent from 2006. 

But prevailing trends the past decade 
are inescapably ominous, the report con¬ 
cludes. Since 2000, pari-mutuel handle is 
37 percent lower, on-track attendance 30 
percent lower, starts per horse and number 
of racing days each 14 percent lower. At its 
ongoing rate of attrition, the study deter¬ 
mined, the sport would lose 4 percent of 
its fans a year, meaning the customer base 
would be halved by 2028. 

The study's executive summary states: 
‘‘The core values of racing are still power¬ 
ful, but we are losing the battle for new 
bettors and new fans. Serious interven¬ 
tion is required to stabilize the fan base 
and position the industry to resume 
growth. Without new growth strategies. 
Thoroughbred racing handle will decline 


25 percent in the next decade. The number 
of viable tracks will dechne by 27 percent. 
The losses of an owner will grow 50 per¬ 
cent and the foal crop will dechne by at 
least 9 percent. 

“Despite many laudable innovations. 
Thoroughbred racing has failed to keep up 
with rising competition from other forms 
of gambhng, sports and entertainment. 
Racing has a serious brand problem, a 
diluted product and insufficient distribu¬ 
tion." 

As race track popularity has eroded, 
casino popularity has surged. The number 
of commercial casinos in the U.S. grew 34 
percent from 2001 to 2010. Thirty-eight 
states have 939 casinos that encompass 
854,000 slot machines, the study asserts. 
Onhne and casino gambhng entities offer 
easy introductions and around-the-clock 
action, giving them proven advantages 
over pari-mutuel wagering, which the pub- 
hc deems esoteric and confusing. 

The study's conclusions are meant to 
direct the racing industry's forthcoming 
multimilhon-doUar effort to improve the 
sport's value and popularity. 


DEPT. OF LABOR SPEEDS H-2B WAGE CHANGES 


he U.S. Department of Labor (DOL) 
has issued a final rule that advanced 
to September 30 the effective date of 
new prevaihng wage requirements for the 
H-2B program. 

Originally scheduled for implementa¬ 
tion on January 1, 2012, the new rule was 
accelerated following a judgment by the 
U.S. District Court in eastern Pennsylvania. 
The American Horse Council (AHC) has 
opposed the rule. 

The rule generally wiU increase the 
hourly wage that must be paid to all 
employed H-2B workers and American 
workers recruited in connection with an 
H-2B job apphcation. The rule would 
affect future workers as well. 

Employers now are required to pay 
H-2B and American workers recruited in 
connection with an H-2B job apphcation 
either the prevaihng wage, the federal mini¬ 
mum wage, the state minimum wage or the 


local minimum wage-whichever is highest. 
The revised rule would base the prevaihng 
wage on the highest of the following: 

• Wages estabhshed under an accepted 
collective bargaining agreement; 

• A wage rate estabhshed under the 
Davis-Bacon Act or the Service Con¬ 
tract Act for that occupation in the 
area of intended employment; 

• The arithmetic mean wage rate estab¬ 
hshed by the Occupational Employ¬ 
ment Statistics (OES) wage survey 
for that occupation in the area of 
intended employment. 

The modified rule ehminates the four- 
tier wage structure tied to skill levels now 
accepted as a way of calculating prevaihng 
pay rates, which, for the most part, will 
increase. 

The DOL was scheduled to send new 
prevaihng wage determinations (PWD) to 
all employers using the H-2B program. 


The AHC also expressed dismay by 
the hkely House passage of legislation 
that would require all employers to use 
the federal E-verify system to ensure that 
aU employees are authorized to work in 
the U.S. The Legal Workforce Act was 
introduced in June by Rep. Lamar Smith 
(R-Tex.), chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee. 

If Congress were to make mandatory 
E-verify law, the AHC stressed, horse 
industry employers would need access to 
functioning, efficient and cost-effective 
foreign temporary worker programs when 
no U.S. workers can be found. 

The H-2B program is used by mem¬ 
bers of the horse industry, principally 
horse trainers and owners who cannot find 
American workers to fill semi-skilled jobs 
at race tracks, horse shows, fairs and in 
related non-agricultural activities.

THE LOOPER 



T om Voss sat on a chair outside the tack 
room at his Saratoga barn. A few feet 
away, 2010 champion steeplechaser 
Slip Away stood getting his feet done, 
rider Paddy Young holding the shank and 
scratching the big gray’s nose. Voss has 
one of those shedrows in which everyone 
is usually someone. Not too many unfa¬ 
miliar names taped to the stall doors. 

On this day, however, the topic of 
conversation was no one of the current 
stable stars but the barn pony. A winner 
on the flat and over jumps. The Looper 
had some pretty imposing shoes to fill 
as immediate successor to Voss’s near¬ 
legendary John’s Call. 

Bred and owned by Mill House, The 
Looper is a bay son of Labeeb (GB) from 
the Topsider mare Pigeon Pea. Foaled 
in Kentucky in April 2000 and trained 
on the flat by Neil Howard, the geld¬ 
ing took 11 starts to win, in a 2004 Fair 
Grounds maiden special weight on turf 
under Robby Albarado. 

Former Howard employee Shannon 
Spies remembers the affable bay with 
grins and great affection. 

‘d love Loopie!” she said. “The first 
time we ran him on the grass, he dropped 
his head and ate Churchill’s turf course 
when loading in the gate. Loopie,” she 
emphasized, “was full of awesomeness.” 

It was a sentiment clearly shared by 
his owners, who protected The Looper 
from the claim box throughout his career. 


Two more allowance wins followed in 
2004 before the Mill House connections 
decided to send their homebred to Voss 
early in 2005 to try him over jumps. Voss 
called The Looper “sort of disappoint¬ 
ing” in his first few starts at Atlantic City 
and Fair Hill. But with a change of rider 
(to Rob Massey) and a switch back to the 
“flatter and faster flat tracks”-Colonial 
and Saratoga-The Looper got his groove 
back and he won three straight. 

A bowed tendon after that Saratoga 
meet in 2005 sent the horse to the side- 
fines until April 2007. Every start from 
that point was in graded stakes company, 
with Cyril Murphy aboard for all five trips. 

“I remember his last race like it was 
yesterday,” Voss said, shaking his head 
at the thought. “That was a Grade 1 at 
Belmont [the Lonesome Glory Hurdle 
Stakes in September 2007]. He was gonna 
win that race. . . and Cyril somehow got 
left and fell off the back of the horse. It’s 
the honest-to-God truth.” 

The Looper headed back to Voss’s 
Atlanta HaU Farm in Monkton, Md., this 
time for good. Voss toyed with the idea 
of turning him into a timber horse but 
liked the gelding too much to risk it. Mill 
House had, at that point, given the horse 
to Voss, secure in the knowledge that he 
would have the best possible home with 
his trainer. 

The Looper settled into fife as a fox- 
hunter. “Such a good hunter. . . the best 


hunter you ever saw in your fife,” Voss 
said. 

When John’s Call was euthanized after 
breaking his right foreleg in a paddock 
accident in February 2010, The Looper 
was pressed into service as the barn’s 
lead pony. It was a daunting prospect. 
John’s Call had been a beloved fixture 
on the Saratoga scene. In 2000, at age 9, 
he’d become the oldest horse to capture 
a Grade 1 at Saratoga by winning the 
Sword Dancer Invitational. He notched 
another Grade 1 in Belmont Park’s Turf 
Classic Invitational and then finished 
third in the Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl that 
fall. His stature prompted the New York 
Racing Association to debut the John’s 
Call Stakes, at a mile and five-eighths on 
the turf, in 2004. 

As a lead pony. The Looper seems to 
have outdone his splendid predecessor. 
I “Both of them were very good; they had 
i that great disposition,” Voss said. “He 
I might be a little better than John. John 
could get a little woke-up sometimes, 
and you could never get near the gate 
with John’s Call. He’d get real racy. But 
if you’re looking for a foolproof pony, 
it’s this one. 

“Come with me to this paddock over 
here and let me show you what he does.” 

Asking staff member Kristin Fischer 
to hand him a peppermint, Voss paused 
for a moment and contemplated the 
terrier who had been rooted at his feet 
throughout the conversation. “This dog 
hasn’t moved here in the last 15 minutes. 
I’m not sure why. It’s like he’s stuffed. 
Well, he is 16. Anyway. . . come on and 
see this horse.” 

Approaching the paddock, it took 
only a monosyllabic “hey” from Voss 
for The Looper to raise his head, nick¬ 
er enthusiastically and march toward 
the fence. Without another word, Voss 
opened the gate, turned and began to 
head back toward his barn, crinkling the 
peppermint wrapper as he went. The 
Looper sauntered, tail-swishing flies, and 
fell in fine directly behind Voss, who by 
then held the unwrapped peppermint in 
an open hand behind his back. 

Past the Ken McPeek and Seth Benzel 
shedrows, the pair ambled like a boy and 
his pet Labrador on a summer stroll. As 
The Looper willingly entered his stall, 
hopeful for a welcome surprise in his 
feed tub, Voss settled back in a chair. 

“Hopefully,” he said, “he’s got another 
20 years doing this.” /Maggie Kimmitt

A Hall of Fame 
for industy leaders 

Hall of Fame: ''A group of individuals in a particular category 
who have been selected as particularly illustrious^ 

—Merriam-Webster Dictionary 


J ohn D. Schapiro could lead the way 
The imprint of the Washington, DC., 
International on the horse racing 
industry is proof of that. Yes, there are 
many worthy candidates for the HaU of 
Fame, but Schapiro was certainly illustri¬ 
ous. Named ‘‘Racing’s Man of the Year” by 
Sports Illustrated in 1960, he won an Echpse 
Award of Merit in 1980. He had been 
described as suave and sharp but also opin¬ 
ionated and prickly at times. Whatever his 
style, he got things done. Small in stature, 
he had big ideas, and the chut 2 pah to bring 
his dreams to life. 

In celebrating the Laurel Park cen¬ 
tennial, Schapiro’s tenure-etched by the 
success of the Washington, DC., Inter¬ 
national-is certainly the most significant 
chapter. Upon reflection, the importance 
of the International to the racing industry, 
both nationally and regionally, is easily 
quantifiable. That signature, one-of-a-kind 
race was the inspiration, and ultimately a 
template, for the Breeders’ Cup. 

Schapiro had been determined to 
launch a race without precedent. After 
taking the helm of Laurel Race Course in 
1950, he quickly analy 2 ed the success of 
big racing events and worked on the details 
of his plan. He envisioned inviting the best 
horses from Europe to challenge the best 
America had to offer. It would honor his 
sport and his track by determining the fin¬ 
est turf runner on the planet, with Laurel 
as the proving ground. And remember the 
context: the beginning of the Cold War, 
when the United States feared the spread 
of Communism and was still recovering 
from the dislocations of World War 11. 

The notion of bringing “foreign” horses 
and their entourages here to race, with all 


expenses paid, was novel to say the least. 
Flying horses from abroad, asking 
America’s ehte to run a mile and a half on 
the turf against horses from England, 
France and Russia, without a starting gate. 
Who could imagine such a thing?! 

Schapiro imagined it, made it happen, 
fostered and promoted it until it became 
the stuff of legend. His vision excited a 
race that attracted rich and notable celebri¬ 
ties, both equine and human, to Maryland 
each fall. By establishing the connection to 
Washington, DC., in name and proximity, 
he became an important ambassador for 
horse racing. He hosted glamorous parties 
in foreign embassies, celebrating aU that 
was good in horse racing. He acted on 
the knowledge that purses and pageantry 
attracted aU those prominent people and 
horses to his race track. 

Schapiro conceived of and produced 
the nation’s first race in which: 

• Horses from four continents met in 
a single race. 

• Horses from Sweden, Denmark, 
Norway, Japan, Hungary and Singa¬ 
pore competed. 

• Soviet horses, from behind the Iron 
Curtain, competed on nine occasions. 

• The silks of the Royal family 
appeared outside of England. 

• Horses owned by Prince Aly Khan 
and the Aga Khan were entered. 

It is time for a HaU of Fame for industry 
leaders, the “particularly iUustrious” hon- 
orees judged not only for their vision but 
their achievements and, most importantly, 
the lasting impact of those achievements. 
By those standards, Schapiro’s accomphsh- 
ments with the Washington, DC., Inter¬ 
national evoke a fuU endorsement. ^

Laurel Park: 
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A grand dame celebrates 100 years. 

Laurel Park, Maryland’s one and one-eighth-mile track 
within 20 miles of the heart of Washington, D.C., and 
equidistant from downtown Baltimore, held its first race meet on 
October 2,1911. Born during a dark period in racing annals. Laurel 
Park has experienced youthful exuberance, footloose and exciting 
matches, classic international elegance and graceful maturity- 
a journey through time to rival any hterary epic. 

In the history of Maryland racing. Laurel Park had to emerge 
from the shadows of its more illustrious ‘‘sisters.” Pimhco had the 
Preakness Stakes, while Havre de Grace offered the finest racing 
on the East Coast during the spring season. For decades, the track 
in Laurel had only the month of October to show off, but from its 
earliest times, its custodians knew how to put on a show. 

Schapiro puts Laurel on world map 

No one event solidified Laurel Park’s place in racing history 
more than the Washington, D.C., International. 
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In late 1950, Morris Schapiro, a Latvian immigrant who made 
a fortune with his Baltimore-based scrap metal business, Boston 
Iron and Metals, purchased Laurel and mrned the reins over to 
his son, John D. Schapiro. At the age of 36, the younger Schapiro 
brought renewed energy to running the track. More importantly, 
he had a vision. 

In an interview in The Maryland Horse in December 1991, 
Schapiro recalled his introduction to running the track, and his 
desire to bring Laurel into prominence to rival Pimlico’s. 

“I knew enough about racing to recognize that every track 
needs one premier event. Pimlico has the Preakness, Churchill 
Downs has the Kentucky Derby, Santa Anita has the Santa Anita 
Handicap, and so on. We had to search for an event at Laurel,” 
said Schapiro. 

With its proximity to the nation’s capital, and with a number of 
former ambassadors on the track’s board of directors, Schapiro 
came to a realization: “Laurel seemed like a proper setting for an 
international race.”

Grace before the race 

One of the more colorful touches 
to the Washington, D.C., International, 
starting in the mid-1950s, was the creation 
of so-called press parties at the various 
foreign embassies in the nation’s capital. 
Lavish receptions took place at the 
British, French, German, Irish, Soviet, 
Venezuelan and Japanese embassies- 
representing countries that had runners in 
the race. Party invitations were cherished 
for the stylish, cosmopohtan gatherings, 
co-hosted by the embassies and 
Laurel president John D. Schapiro. 
Celebrity appearances accompanied 
elaborate food and drink, the parties 
appropriately adding to the international 
atmosphere in advance of the 
Thoroughbred competition. Tlorse 
owners, trainers and jockeys attended; 
if you listened closely, you might have 
gained a tip on a winner. 
Nothing before or later in horse 
racing has quite matched the color 
and appeal of those Washington, D.C., 
International parties.

The Washington, D.C., International 
debuted in October 1952. When Schapiro 
announced that summer that a $50,000 
turf race, an invitational affair meant to 
attract horses from around the world, was 
to be staged. The Maryland Horse eager¬ 
ly pronounced: ‘‘Maryland delivered its 
strongest punch to date in its ever-increas¬ 
ing fight to regain racing prominence and 
at the same time thrust itself sohdly into 
the world-wide mrf picture. . 

As the October 18 race date drew closer, 
Don Reed of The Maryland Horse described 
the growing excitement: “There has never 
been anything hke it in the United States, 
much less Maryland. Scheduled to be held 
from a walkup start and under weight-for¬ 
age conditions, the International is slowly 
taking on aU aspects of one of the world’s 
great sporting classics. And well it might be.” 

This was the age when air flight was 
growing in acceptance, but transconti¬ 
nental shipping of horses was stiU in its 
infancy. And previous unfruitful attempts 
by foreign horses who shipped to the U.S. 
posed a stigma that needed to be over¬ 
come. 

Schapiro issued numerous invitations — 
including dozens to foreign-based runners 
that included all-expenses-paid trips for the 
horse, trainer, jockey and groom —and 
seven starters went to the post for the inau¬ 
gural edition. Recalled Schapiro: “The first 
running was really an eye-opener for the 
press. There wasn’t a handicapper in the 
country who gave the foreign horses a 


chance of finishing in the money. But an 
English horse [*Wilwyn] won it; an Ameri¬ 
can [Ruhe] finished second; an Enghsh 
horse [*Zucchero] finished third; a German 
[*Neiderlander], fourth. That had to be 
one of the most gratifying experiences; it 
was the start of the whole international 
process.” 

In coverage of the race, Reed noted: 
“In the parlance of the two-dollar bettor, 
John D. Schapiro and his associates at 
Laurel played a 1,000 to 1 shot and got it 
home on the front end.” 

During its run, the International 
brought together runners representing 25 
nations, including those from the U.S.S.R., 
Hungary, Sweden, Venezuela, Singapore, 
Uruguay and Japan. The end came in 1994, 
when competition from the Breeders’ Cup - 
an event that grew with international com¬ 
petition-made the race virtually obsolete. 

Butler/Winn: a matchless team 

The inaugural Laurel meet, a 26-day ses¬ 
sion run under the direction of the Laurel 
Four County Fair, was an immediate hit. 
Racing had been banned in New York 
in 1911, and horsemen and racing fans 
relished the opportunity to attend races 
elsewhere. 

The Washington Evening Star described 
the new facihties: “The stand, seating 
5,000, was the largest in Maryland. The 
betting ring, 260 x 118, was one of the 
largest on the American continent. The 
area was expected to attract 100 books.” 
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The Baltimore Sun also covered the 
opening, noting: “Many visitors reached 
the course early, allowing themselves the 
time to look over the new plant. Among 
them was Secretary Algernon Daingerfield 
of The Jockey Club. He expressed himself 
well pleased and predicted a successful 
fumre for the course. . 

In short order, however, a battle was 
raging between The Jockey Club and the 
track's co-owner and manager, H.D. Brown, 
which put the 1913 meet in jeopardy. The 
Jockey Club, which gave approval for aU 
race dates, had not been paid a required 
fee by the Maryland State Fair Association, 
which had purchased the Laurel property 
the year before. A lawsuit Brown filed in 
federal court against The Jockey Club dur¬ 
ing the summer of 1913 was tossed out, 
and put Brown in poor standing with the 
regulatory body. 

New York City grocery entrepreneur 
and race track owner James Butler stepped 
in with a proposal to purchase Laurel. The 
Thoroughbred Record reported on August 30, 
1913, that: “The deal for the sale of the 
Laurel, Md., track. . . was put through [on 
August 25] on the arrival of Matt J. Winn 
in town. H.D. Brown is no longer con¬ 
nected with the track. 

“Mr. Winn was acting in the interest of 
James Butler, who in turn represented a 
party of Eastern and Maryland capitalists, 
but aside from Butler and Winn, no names 
of the parties interested are obtainable." 

Colonel Winn was the renowned pro¬ 
motions king whose marketing prowess 
would establish the Kenmcky Derby as the 
race everyone wanted to win. Previously 
sought by Butler to work at his other 
tracks, starting with Empire City in 1907, 
Winn recalled in his autobiography, Down 
the Stretchy that Butler announced to him: 
“Groceries is my business, and now Lm 
going to make horse racing my fun. You 
team up with me... [and] we'U buy or build 
some other race tracks, and have a lot of 
sport, and make ourselves a lot of money." 

Winn was put in charge at Laurel Park 
starting with the 1913 meet that October. 

Racing enthusiasts were quick to 
applaud Butler and Winn's new venture. 
Prior to the 1916 meeting. The New York 
Times wrote: “In the last few years, the 
Laurel course has taken much the same 
place in the fall that Saratoga holds in 
the summer. Since the plant has been 
under the management of Colonel Matt 
Winn, he has made many innovations and 
improvements. Racegoers who saw the 
place five years ago would not recogni 2 e 
it today." 


It was an era not far removed from 
racing's purest form-testing one man’s 
horse against another's in a “match race." 
Under Winn's direction. Laurel was the 
site of three such highly regarded contests, 
the first in 1917 with the two best 3-year- 
olds in training—Kentucky Derby winner 
*Omar Khayyam and Belmont Stakes win¬ 
ner *Hourless. 

The race had an international flair, as 
August Belmont's *Hourless was French- 
bred, whereas *Omar Khayyam, owned by 
Wilfrid Viau, was imported from England. 
They had faced one another in their 
prior start in the Lawrence Reahzation 
at Belmont Park, which the Derby win¬ 
ner won by a nose. The rematch stirred 
such excitement that horseman Edward 
McLean declared he'd present a $2,500 
gold cup to the winner on top of the purse. 

After a one-week postponement due to 
a wet track (which didn't fit the conditions 
of the race), the match race went off on 
October 18, a Thursday, and hved up to 
its billing. Although not the choice of the 
20,000-plus crowd, Belmont's *Hourless 
defeated *Omar Khayyam by a length 
and completed the mile and a quarter in a 
world-record 2:02. Both owners declared 
that, should they win, they would use the 
winning prize of $10,000 to buy Liberty 
Bonds and present them to the American 
Red Cross. 

Winn was not done. The next year, he 
lured the two best 2-year-olds for a race 
described in The New York Times as “likely 
to rival in interest the meeting of Domino 
and Dobbins," a famed match race from 
1893. Taking to the track was Commander 
J.K.L. Ross's Billy Kelly, who faced James 
W. McClelland's speedy Eternal. At the 
end of six furlongs. Eternal outfinished 
his more fancied rival by a head, although 
it was noted in The New York Times that 
the race, “. . . though it increased the pres¬ 
tige of Eternal, by no means disgraced 
Commander Ross's great youngster, which 
persevered gallantly in the stern chase." 
The generosity of the connections, and 
the racing association, provided a $20,000 
windfall for the Maryland chapter of the 
Red Cross. 

Juveniles again were matched in 1923, 
when the colt, future Hall of Famer 
Sarazen, faced off with the filly Happy 
Thoughts in a race called the Laurel Special. 
The colt defeated the fiUy by two lengths at 
six furlongs. 

Over the next two decades. Laurel 
attracted many of the finest runners in 
the country to its October meet. The 
who’s who included Hall of Famers War 
Admiral, Whirlaway, Sir Barton, Seabiscuit,

From olive branch 
to pumpkin pie 

John D. Schapiro, Laurel president, 
made a surprising gesture amid a 
disturbing occurrence. The Washington Star 
newspaper had suddenly folded in August 
1981, bringing unemployment - and a 
dearth of prospects - to an aging writer 
with 26 years invested in horse racing. 

Unexpectedly, a letter arrived from 
Mr. Schapiro, in which he offered me the 
position of Laurel pubhcity director. The 
act transcended kindness and imphed 
forgiveness, as I had criticized the Laurel 
operation in the paper on some occasions. 

It turned out well. At Laurel, I worked 
closely with Ken Schertle, a progressive- 
minded general manager and a fellow 
alumnus of Loyola University. 

Schertle, among other advances, 
originated the Thanksgiving attraction 
of free apple cider and doughnuts and 
eventually pumpkin pie to Laurel's 
patrons. The track had drawn poorly 
on Thanksgiving Day in the 1980s, the 
1:30 p.m. starting time widely interfering 
with hohday dinners. I suggested a 
10:30 a.m. start, which management 
reluctantly accepted. Perhaps it was the 
free apple cider, but the first pre-noon 
post produced one of the track's best 
Thanksgivings in a number of years.

Time for goodwill 

Adrian von Borcke, a Prussian 
who trained German horses in 
four trips to America, exhibited 
the goodwill the Washington, D.C., 
International was meant to engender. 

Von Borcke’s best finish was a fourth 
with *Niederlander, the longest shot 
in the field of seven, in the inaugural 
International behind victorious *Wilwyn 
in 1952. Tall and impeccably attired, 
von Borcke spoke English well. Talking 
with him in 1957,1 said that one of my 
sons was interested in German history. 
The trainer pledged to bring a gift from 
Germany for Jacques on his next visit. 

The following fall, von Borcke 
dehvered. My wife Stew and I and our five 
children visited the International Village 
at Laurel. Jacques was presented with 
his gift — a German-made cuckoo clock 
that hung in our kitchen for many years. 

On that visit, trainer von Borcke and 
our five children posed for a group picture 
in the stable area. As I recall, we used 
that photograph for a Christmas card.

Stymie, Discovery, GaUorette, Cavalcade, 
Armed, Twilight Tear, Busher, Challedon, 
Johnstown, Twenty Grand, Exterminator, 
Equipoise, Crusader, Bed o’ Roses, Roamer, 
Sun Beau, Alsab, Princess Doreen (who 
in 1926 started four times that month). 
Bushranger and steeplechaser Elkridge. 

In 1937, War Admiral recorded two 
victories at Laurel during his undefeated 
3-year-old season, part of an 11-race win 
streak that extended into 1938. Laurel was 
the site of War Admiral’s remrn to racing 
after winning that year’s Triple Crown, and 
he scored easily against older runners in 
allowance company on October 26 follow¬ 
ing a four-month layoff The son of Man 
o’ War went to the post four days later and 
defeated older runners with equal ease in 
the Washington Handicap while toting 126 
pounds. Those two races served as preps 
for the Pimlico Special, which he won on 
November 3 under 128 pounds. 

The Washington Handicap, won by 
S. J. Johnson at the inaugural 1911 meet, 
remained a fixture until 1951. Sun Beau 
was the only horse to win the Washington 
Handicap twice, in 1929 and 1930. 

Futurity and Selima offered glimpse 
of future greatness 

Laurel’s longest-running stakes race 
began in 1926 to honor one of the most 
important horses in Maryland’s early 
Thoroughbred history. 


Selima, a tremendous race mare and 
daughter of the Godolphin Arabian, was 
imported to the U.S. from England about 
1750 by Benjamin Tasker Jr., who managed 
the famed Belair Farm in Prince George’s 
County. During her time, Selima became 
equally famous as a broodmare. 

The Selima was the richest race for 
2-year-old fillies in the country when the 
field of 13 stepped into the gate for the 
inaugural running on October 30, 1926. 
William duPont’s Foxcatcher Farm took 
home the $23,370 winner’s share of the 
purse after Fair Star’s close victory over 
Aromagne. The *Wrack fiUy later added a 
victory in the Pimlico Futurity, one of the 
richest races for any age in the nation, and 
thus topped that year’s juvenile earnings hst 
for either sex. 

The Selima became a true test for clas¬ 
sic-aspiring fillies. With its lucrative purse, 
audits distance of a mile (until 1940), then 
a mile and a sixteenth (lengthened due to 
the configuration of the track), it was a 
coveted prize for the nation’s biggest sta¬ 
bles. Winners included Colonel E.R. Brad¬ 
ley’s Big Hurry (1938) and Busher (1944); 
Walter M. Jeffords Sr.’s Bateau (1927); and 
Wheatley Stable’s High Voltage (1954), one 
of four Selima winners for the stable. King 
Ranch also took four renewals. Calumet 
Farm, three. Alfred G. Vanderbilt won with 
Bed o’ Roses and Good Move. 

The 1960s saw back-to-back juvenile 
champions Moccasin and Regal Gleam on 
the honor roU, as well as future Hall of 
Famer Shuvee, who won in 1968. 

When the Eclipse Awards were estab¬ 
lished in 1971, the first three juvenile 
fiUy champions contested the Selima, with 
Numbered Account winning in 1971, and 
the next year. La Prevoyante, who had an 
unbelievable 12-for-12 campaign in 1972. 
In 1973, champion Talking Picture finished 
third. 

It was in 1973 that the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association estab¬ 
lished the graded stakes system. The Selima 
was one of six stakes restricted to 2-year- 
old fillies accorded the highest grade; the 
Laurel Futurity was one of seven for the 
open 2-year-old division. 

The list of Grade 1 Selima winners 
includes five consecutive champions (from 
1976 to 1980): Sensational, Lakeville Miss, 
Candy Eclair, Smart Angle (although the 
race was run at Pimlico that year when 
heavy rains damaged the Laurel track and 
forced the move) and Smart Angle’s sta- 
blemate Heavenly Cause. The latter two 
were Maryland-bred homebreds for Jim 
Ryan’s RyehiH Farm. A third RyehiU-bred, 
Bemissed, won in 1982.

The renewal of the Selim a this year will 
mark the 82nd running of the race. 

The Laurel Futurity a continuation of 
the rich Pimlico Futurity gained its great¬ 
est glory during the 1970s. Pimlico hosted 
the race until 1966. In the first year held at 
Laurel, it was won by In Reality. The next 
year, champion Vitriohc. 

Lucien Laurin sent Meadow Stable's 
Riva Ridge to Laurel in 1971 for the 
Futurity, which would be one of five stakes 
wins that year for the future Kentucky 
Derby/Belmont Stakes winner, and helped 
earn him the inaugural Echpse Award for a 
2-year-old colt. Then came Secretariat. 

One race after La Prevoyante astounded 
with a 14-length romp to record her 11th 
win of the season in the SeUma, Secretariat 
took racing to another dimension. The 
burnished copper colt whipped the tal¬ 
ented Stop the Music by eight lengths and 
missed the mile and a sixteenth track record 
by a fifth of a second on a sloppy track. 

Over the next 11 years, six more Eclipse 
Awards would go to the winner of the 
Laurel Futurity. Affirmed and Alydar 
mrned in one of their signature battles in 
1977, with Affirmed duehng Alydar for 
the last half mile and winning by a neck. 
Just one year later. Spectacular Bid shat¬ 
tered the mile and sixteenth track mark 
by getting the distance in 1:41.60, slicing 
a full second off the previous record. His 
margin of victory over General Assembly 
was eight and a half lengths. 

Devil's Bag (in 1983) was the last juve¬ 
nile champion to notch his name as a 
Laurel Futurity winner. 

The battle over dates 

Until 1950, Laurel was granted dates for 
the fall only. But an upheaval was under¬ 
way in the early winter of 1947, when the 
Maryland Jockey Club, which operated 
Pimlico, purchased Laurel from the Butler 
family. Speculation turned to reality when 
the intention of the purchase was to move 
Pimlico's dates to Laurel. 

At the time of the purchase, Pimlico's 
president, Henry A. Parr III, stated that 
Laurel was a good investment and its 
purchase in no way meant to affect the 
announced rebuilding of Pimhco. But with 
the lease on the Pimhco property due to 
expire in 1949, Laurel became an ‘‘insur¬ 
ance pohcy." 

Within two years, the process had 
begun. The Maryland Racing Commission 
concurred with the Maryland Jockey Club's 
proposal that racing would cease at Pimhco 
after 1949 and the race meet dates would 
transfer to Laurel. But after strong opposi¬ 
tion from Baltimore interests, the Maryland 
legislamre did not approve the plan. Laurel

was back on the market, and purchased by 
Schapiro in the fall of 1950. 

Changes to the racing schedule were 
underway due to other factors, notably 
after racing dates were announced in 1950 
for Garden State Park in New Jersey. To 
prevent any one Maryland track from fac¬ 
ing direct competition with Garden State 
(which ran meets from April 27 to May 30, 
and October 3 to November 4), the mile 
tracks-Pimhco, Laurel, Havre de Grace 
and Bowie—were allotted dates by the 
Maryland Racing Commission for mini¬ 
meets, dispersed throughout the year. For 
the first time. Laurel ran a 12-day meet 
in the early spring, starting in March. Its 
13 faU dates were scheduled from mid- 
October to November 1. 

Reported Tbe Maryland Horse: ‘^Just 
what transpired at the meeting of the 
Commission and the track operators prob¬ 
ably never wiU be known in great detail, 
but for the good of the sport in the state, 
generally Bowie gave up its traditional 
opening meeting to run twice in the fall. 
That concession to the well being of all 
was sufficient to swing the deal." 



That arrangement lasted one year. By 
1951, Laurel and Pimhco had purchased 
Havre de Grace and divided its 25 days. 
The five half-milers kept their summer 
schedules. Over the next 25 years, as four 
of the minor tracks ceased racing, the mile 
tracks expanded their schedules. 

The quest for dates continued, and in 
1983, one year after Laurel installed air 
conditioning in the grandstand and club¬ 
house for its 1982 summer meet, Bowie 
was purchased by Pimhco and Laurel 
jointly, with the intent to close Bowie. Ben 
Cohen of Pimhco initiated the consohda- 
tion, and Schapiro agreed to take a half¬ 
interest in the deal. 

De Francis’s meteoric impact 

A new visionary entered the picture in 
December 1984. Frank J. De Francis and 
his partners, brothers Robert (Bob) and 
John A. (Tommy) Manfuso, purchased 
Laurel and its half-interest in Bowie from 
the Schapiro family for a reported $16.1 
milhon. “When I sold Laurel, I was ready 
to sell," noted Schapiro seven years later. 
“I had done as much as I could to put on 
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“His purchase of Laurel... has created optimism which is unparalleled in Maryland racing circles, ” 
Snowden Carter wrote of Frank De Francis in The Maryland Horse. With partners Bob and Tommy 
Manfuso, De Francis transformed Laurel with glitzy innovations and audacious increases in wagering.

A play in two acts 

One experience as LaureTs publicity 
director remains in my memory. On 
a morning in the 1980s, I received 
a telephone call for free admission 
tickets. This was not unusual, as a 
number of persons with intriguing 
stories would try, as the expression goes 
around the track, to ^Teat the gate.’’ 

This particular caller claimed to be 
Mickey Rooney. Skeptical, I listened. 
I remembered that Rooney had played 
in the racing movie National Velvet (1944) 
and long earlier as the on-screen teenager 
Andy Hardy. Eventually the man on the 
phone convinced me that he was ‘‘the” 
Mickey Rooney, in town to perform 
in a Washington, D.C., stage play. 
Rooney became a regular in the 
Laurel clubhouse for several weeks. 

It was fun to listen to the Hollywood 
legend’s theories on picking horses. 

He fancied himself an expert. 
Later, Rooney asked me if the track 
might be interested in his making a 
TV commercial. I inquired as to his 
fee; $50,000, he responded. I told 
him I would get back to him. 
I related the proposal to general 
manager Ken Scherde, who said 
the price was above our budget. 
Scherde ultimately talked to Rooney 
and offered him $25,000. The 
actor’s response: “I’ll take it.” 

Rooney made a couple of 
commercials promoting Laurel, one 
in which he played a doctor who advised 
a patient that a visit to the Laurel races 
would help the ailing man’s condition.

the type of racing that people wanted, and 
provide the kind of facility that was abso¬ 
lutely necessary.” 

De Francis, an international law attor¬ 
ney and former secretary of Maryland’s 
Department of Economic Development, 
had transformed the harness track. Free- 
state Raceway, into a successful venture, and 
hopes were high he’d accomplish the same 
at Laurel. Wrote Snowden Carter about 
De Francis in The Maryland Horse: “Flis 
purchase of Laurel [in partnership with the 
Manfuso brothers] has created optimism 
which is unparalleled in Maryland racing 
circles. . . Mr. De Francis is being hailed 
as the savior of Thoroughbred racing in 
Maryland. The industry, so long in need 
of a leader, seems to have found its man.” 

De Francis proved immediately he was 
a man of action. Within a year, he unveiled 
the innovative Sports Palace-a mix of glitz 
and state-of-the-art technology that rede¬ 


fined the handicapping and race-watching 
experience. “From top to bottom at Laurel, 
the message will be to welcome fans, 
cultivate fans and break your back being 
friendly to fans,” De Francis had said at 
his initial news conference, and the Sports 
Palace proved him a man of his word. 

Major renovations were also completed 
in the clubhouse, new dining rooms were 
added, and a “Sky Suite Club” was created. 

In its second year under De Francis’s 
guidance. Laurel had a daily average mutuel 
handle of more than $1.35 miUion at its 
69-day fall meet, the highest figure for any 
track in the state’s history. Helping boost 
the numbers was the inaugural Maryland 
Million Day on October 18 ($2.65 million 
on nine races). Wagering on the Washing¬ 
ton, DC., International card totaled $2.59 
million on 10 races.

the new management went bigger, and 
created an ‘‘International Turf Festival” to 
entice more international competition. 

The Turf Festival debuted in 1987, and 
also featured Laurefs two Grade 1 juve¬ 
nile races, the SeUma and Laurel Futurity, 
run on the turf for the first time. Allen 
Paulsohs French-based but Maryland-bred 
Minstrefs Lassie scored in the Selim a, over 
Nelson Bunker Hunt’s Seattle Sangue, also 
representing France. Hunt’s Antiqua won 
the Futurity, which attracted a fuU field 
of 14. The International, with its purse 
increased to $750,000, also had a 14-horse 
field. It was won by Le Gloheux (GB), rid¬ 
den by Laffit Pincay Jr. 

The next year, De Francis noted that 
“standing still can mean going back¬ 
ward,” and the International Turf Festival 
expanded to five races, with the addition 
of the $250,000 All Along Stakes and the 
$200,000 Laurel Dash, the latter the richest 


turf race for sprinters. Total purses for two 
days of mrf stakes was $1.7 million, with 
added bonuses for jockeys and trainers. 
The Turf Festival remained a fixture of the 
fall meet until 1994. 

De Francis and parmers weren’t fin¬ 
ished. Two years after buying Laurel, they 
acquired Pimlico from the Cohen families. 
The consolidation of Maryland racing at 
the mile tracks was complete as Bowie 
closed for racing in 1985. 

When intertrack wagering was launched 
in 1988, Laurel provided the perfect des¬ 
tination—if one didn’t want to travel to 
Pimhco, the Sports Palace beckoned. 

De Francis accomplished so much in 
so little time, and was leading Maryland 
racing to renewed heights. Then in a flash 
he was gone. 

De Francis died at age 62 on August 
18, 1989. Richard Wilcke, editor of The 
Maryland Horse, wrote of De Francis’s 


—LAUREL MEMORIES— 

Never say nyet 

Laurel hit the diplomatic jackpot in 
1958, deep in the middle of the Cold 
War, when the Soviet Union accepted an 
invitation to run in the Washington, DC., 
International. The announcement made 
worldwide news and constituted a first in 
US. racing. 

A record crowd of 40,276 jammed the 
track, fascinated by the notion of Soviet 
horses competing in America. The horses, 
*Garnir and *Zaryad, finished sixth and 
10th, respectively. Technically they raced 
for their nation’s Agricultural Department, 
their owners fisted on the racing program 
merely with barn numbers. 

It was a master stroke of promotion 
for the International. The Soviet 
contingent included two riders who 
obviously enjoyed the experience. The 
horsemen quickly adapted to an American 
lifestyle, and their stay included a trip to 
Montgomery Ward, the department store, 
during which they loaded up on supplies 
to take back home. 

The experience was worth reliving. 
Eventually, the Soviet horsemen and 
horses made nine trips to the Maryland 
track. 

Soviet jockey Nikolai Nasibov rapidly 
adjusted to capitalistic ways. At first, on 
seeing hundreds of autos on the parking 
lot, he insisted that the cars had to be 
owned by government officials. Told they 
were the cars of fans attending the races, 
he found it difficult to believe. A year 
later, however, he arranged to buy a used 
car and had it shipped to his home in the 
U.S.S.R. 

The Soviets enjoyed their finest hour 
in the 1966 International, when 5-year 
old Anifin finished second to France’s 
*Behistoun after leading most of the mile 
and a half race. Two years earlier, Anifin 
finished third to the mighty Kelso.

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impact on the industry: ‘Trank De Francis 
was an achiever. While he undoubtedly had 
many creative ideas, his crowning talent 
was his ability to put ideas to work. Once 
he beheved in a project and set his mind in 
that direction, he moved heaven and earth 
to complete it.” 

The future of Laurel was mrned over to 
De Francis's son, Joe De Francis. Bob and 
Tom Manfuso, who had major roles in the 
daily operation of both Laurel and Pimlico, 
withdrew from active management after 
the 1990 Preakness Stakes, but retained 
their substantial investment in the tracks. 

A memorial to Frank J. De Francis 

On the one-year anniversary of Frank 
De Francis's death, the inaugural run¬ 
ning of the $350,000 Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash was run in his honor at 
Pimlico. The second-richest sprint in the 
country behind only the Breeders' Cup 
Sprint-Gl, the De Francis Dash became 
a summer fixture at Laurel throughout the 
1990s, was graded for its third running and 
earned Grade 1 status by 1999. 

In the second running, held at Laurel 
in July 1991, the De Francis Dash attract¬ 
ed the previous two Echpse Award¬ 
winning sprinters, Housebuster and Safely 
Kept. A five-length victory helped seal 


Housebuster's bid for a second consecutive 
Echpse Award. 

Blazing hot sprinters turned out on hot 
summer days for the De Francis Dash, 
and winners included sprint champions 
Cherokee Run and Smoke Glacken, and 
heavyweights Montbrook, Lite the Fuse 
and Yes It's True. But in order to boost its 
importance as a championship-deciding 
event, the race was moved to November, 
following the Breeders' Cup, in 2001. The 
first field for the fall sprint included three 
starters from the Breeders' Cup-Kona 
Gold, Xtra Heat and Caller One-but the 
winner that day was Delaware Township. 
Only one running of the De Francis 
Dash in the fall determined year-end hon¬ 
ors-Thor's Echo's victory in 2006 was the 
deciding factor for his Eclipse Award. 

Recent decades bring waves of 
change in operation 

During Joe De Francis's tenure, Mary¬ 
land racing enacted two innovations — off¬ 
track wagering and fuU-card simulcasting— 
and took aim at the most coveted addition 
of all, slot machines. But the slots pursuits 
imploded under De Francis and successor 
Frank Stronach, whose terms were marked 
by ownership changes and legal battles. 

The first ownership restructuring 
resulted from De Francis's purchase of 


the interests of estranged parmers Bob 
and Tom Manfuso in early 1994. The sale 
involved a “Russian roulette” clause in a 
1989 stockholders agreement that defined 
a buyout option to take effect on October 
1, 1993. The clause spawned litigation and 
appeals throughout the year, but evenmally 
De Francis, with the help from Washington 
Redskins owner Jack Kent Cooke, bought 
out the Manfusos' shares. Cooke's interest 
was notin the track, but in land adjacent to 
Laurel Park as a future site for a new foot¬ 
ball stadium. The stadium plans fizzled by 
October 1994 when Anne Arundel County 
(in which the majority of Laurel Park is 
located) dechned its approval. 

Also in October 1994, Laurel took on 
a “new” name, when the track known 
for decades as Laurel Race Course was 
renamed Laurel Park—as it was in its early 
history. Joe De Francis's sister, Karin De 
Francis, also a major shareholder, took a 
more visible role in the operation of the 
track. 

Laurel management continued to do 
renovations throughout the 1990s, includ¬ 
ing a rebuilding of the dirt track in 1998 
and a nearly $2-million backstretch hous¬ 
ing project started in 1999. By the end of 
the decade, three-quarters of the allotted 
race dates (166 of 234 days) in Maryland 
were run at Laurel. While racing appeared 
to be flourishing, the competition from 


WASHINGTON, D.C., INTERNATIONAL 
BROUGHT WORLD POWERS TO LAUREL 


J ohn D. Schapiro's desire to create a 
championship-caliber international 
race at Laurel faced many obstacles. 
The first was hurdled in the Washington, 
DC., International's inaugural running in 
1952, when *Wilwyn proved that foreign 
shippers could be competitive with his 
victory. 

A very good horse-the International 
was his 11th consecutive win—*Wilwyn, 
however, wasn't considered one of the 
best international runners that year. 

Schapiro's quest to gather the best 
horses in the world continued. He had 
already tailored the race conditions to the 
most important events in Europe—a mile 
and a half on the turf, with a walk-up start 
(and later a Newmarket tape barrier until 
implementing the starting gate in 1965), 
and weight-for-age conditions. He traveled 
to other countries to watch the top races 
and personally invite owners to compete 
in the U.S. 


For the third running, history was 
made when the purple, scarlet and gold 
colors of the Royal Family appeared 
for the first time outside of England as 
Queen Elizabeth's *Landau competed in 
the race. After leading early, he finished 
last of seven. Two years later. Sir Winston 
Churchill's *Le Pretendant trailed a 
10-horse field. 

The sensational running of 1955 
provided one of the most entertaining, 
if not strangest, results in the history of 
the race. The owner of Venezuelan invi¬ 
tee *Prendase accepted, but Dr. Carlos 
Vogeler Rincones, the owner of another 
horse from Venezuela, *E1 Cham a, 
begged to be extended an invitation a few 
days before the race, and said he'd pay his 
own way. Schapiro granted the invitation, 
and the two South American horses went 
off at long odds. 

*Prendase was near the lead from the 
start, but by the time he hit the stretch. 


*E1 Cham a was bearing down, and the 
two Venezuelan rivals battled to the wire. 
*E1 Chama won by a head. 

It wasn't until 1958 that an internation¬ 
al superstar made the trip to Maryland. 
Philadelphian John McShain owned 
champion *BaIlymoss, winner of the 
Prix de I'Arc de Triomphe, Irish Derby, 
English St. Leger and King George Vt 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. Trained by 
Vincent O'Brien and representing Ireland, 
4-year-old *Ballymoss was the even- 
money favorite in the field of 10, which 
also included the first-ever horses from 
the U.S.S.R. to compete in this country. A 
record crowd of more than 40,000 turned 
out as American-based *Tudor Era led 
at every call, only to be disquahfied and 
placed second for hampering *Sailor's 
Guide's rally as they entered the home¬ 
stretch. Australia's * Sailor Guide, who 
out-finished third-place *Ballymoss by a 
neck, was awarded the win. 
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slots-enriched tracks in the region was 
beginning to erode the Maryland tracks’ 
foundations. 

The Maryland Jockey Club, fully con¬ 
trolling Laurel, Pimlico and Bowie, sold a 
majority of its track ownership to Magna 
Entertainment Corp. (MEC), headed by 
Frank Stronach, in July 2002. The sale 
included the oppormnity for MEC to 
purchase the remaining options in five 
years. The day-to-day management of the 
tracks remained with De Francis and the 
Maryland management team. One of the 
most extensive, and spectacular projects 
MEC undertook at the track was the reno¬ 
vation of the track surfaces, which took 
over six months, starting in June 2004. 
Both the main track and turf courses were 
widened-the latter to be able to accom¬ 
modate six track configurations. 

In September 2007, MEC exercised 
its option and bought out the De Francis 
holdings. Eighteen months later, the track 
ownership giant had filed for Chapter 11 
bankruptcy protection, and the future of 
Maryland’s major tracks became a mystery, 
the fate to be determined through bank¬ 
ruptcy court and auctions. 

In February 2009, just one month 
before its bankruptcy filing, MEC had 
submitted a bid for a lucrative slots hcense 
in Maryland, which would finally bring the 
money-generating machines to Laurel Park 


(the only Thoroughbred track in the state 
eligible to have them). But MEC failed 
to furnish the requisite fees as part of 
its application, eliminating any chance of 
having a slots emporium at the track. In a 
statement, MEC noted it was “considering 
all of its legal options with respect to this 
matter and has filed various legal actions 
to protect its interests in the appropriate 
forums in the state of Maryland.” 

For months, MEC tried to obtain the 
slots license, but the courts failed to vah- 
date its application. And bankruptcy pro¬ 
ceedings continued. 

In March 2010, after a number of 
“deadlines” passed for the auctioning of 
properties, MI Developments, controlled 
by Stronach, took over ownership of the 
Maryland tracks. Two months later, Penn 
National Gaming Inc. became partners 
with MI Developments to buy half of the 
Maryland interests, with its focus on slots. 

The Cordish Companies, bidding for 
an Anne Arundel County slots hcense 
at a non-racing location, was deemed to 
have provided a more complete apphca- 
tion package than MEC. But Cordish faced 
another challenge, a November 2010 ballot 
referendum that allowed county voters to 
decide whether to approve the construc¬ 
tion of a slots parlor at Arundel Mills 
Mall or reopen the process that could give 
Laurel’s operators another chance. Even 


with a threat from track management four 
days before the vote that the tracks would 
be closed if it lost its chance for the slots 
hcense, voters supported the maU site. 

For decades. Laurel management had 
fought for more dates; late last year, MI 
Developments and Penn National sought 
considerably fewer. Management’s desire 
to shce the state’s entire racing sched¬ 
ule to a 40-day meet at Pimhco in 2011 
brought such an outcry, and a lack of 
resolution, that the office of Governor 
Martin O’Malley had to intervene at the 
last hour late in December 2010 to pre¬ 
serve Maryland’s 2011 racing calendar. 

By mid-June 2011, Penn National 
Gaming Inc. reached an agreement to sell 
its Maryland stake to a company being 
set up by Frank Stronach. The Stronach 
Group then took control of all racing and 
gaming assets held by MI Developments 
Inc. on June 30.

Many attributed *BaIlymoss’s defeat 
to the turf course. Asking the best horses 
in the world to race around Laurel’s 
tight seven-furlong turf oval appeared a 
detriment, and plans were immediately 
launched to enlarge the turf course to one 
mile (and expand the main track to a mile 
and an eighth). Renovations were com¬ 
pleted for the 1959 running. 

The top-class French runner *Match II 
denied a sensational field in 1962 when he 
defeated Kelso and Carry Back. But one 
of the best foreign-based runners to head 
to the post in the first 20 years of the race 
was the American-bred Irish representa¬ 
tive Sir Ivor. The 1968 English Horse 
of the Year, the O’Brien-trained runner 
concluded his season by defeating the 
International’s defending champion. Fort 
Marcy. Racing legend Lester Piggott rode 
Sir Ivor, then returned the next year to 
guide Enghsh-based *Karabas to victory 
over eventual U.S. turf champion ^Hawaii. 
*Karabas was a son of *Worden II, win¬ 
ner of the second International in 1953. 

The first seven Internationals feamred 
two American winners. Fisherman and 
Mahan, neither the favorite. But from 



1959 to 1964, five winners flew the stars 
and stripes. 

Woody Stephens saddled Bald Eagle to 
back-to-back scores in 1959 and 1960, and 
T. V. Lark denied odds-on choice Kelso in 
1961. Kelso couldn’t catch the front-run¬ 
ning Mongo in 1963, but Allaire duPont’s 
five-time horse of the year finally got his 
long-awaited victory in 1964. After three 
consecutive second-place finishes, Kelso 
established an American course record for 
a mile and a half with a time of 2:23^4, 
which shattered Laurel’s course record by 
two and two-fifths seconds. 

During the 1970s, the title of cham¬ 
pion turf runner was earned by seven 
International winners-Fort Marcy, who 
recorded his second International win in 
1970, followed by Run the Gantlet 
(1971), Dahha (1973), Youth (1976), 
Johnny D. (1977), Mac Diarmida 
(1978) and Bowl Game (1979). Run 
the Gantlet went on to sire two 
International winners: Providential 
(Ire), who represented the U.S. in 
1981, and French-based April Run 
(Ire), the Eclipse Award-winning turf 
female of 1982.

An International success 

Indelibly etched into International 
records is the performance of Kelso in 
the early 1960s. Mrs. Richard duPonfs 
Bohemia Stable star, in baseball parlance, 
hit three line drives that were caught, then 
a magnificent home run. 

Kelso made his first International 
appearance at Laurel in 1961. The 4-year- 
old, in his first start on turf, finished 
a game second to grass specialist T. V 
Lark, who set a course record, missing by 
three-quarters of a length after dictating 
the pace. It also provided a rare show 
with two veteran riders displaying their 
skills: Johnny Longden rode T. V Lark 
and Eddie Arcaro Kelso for the mile 
and a half test. In the twilight of their 
magnificent careers, the two displayed a 
classic homestretch exhibition. 

The following fall, Kelso again finished 
second, after a rugged front-running 
effort, to the French champion *Match 11. 
Masterful on the dirt, which propelled his 
rise to a third straight Horse of the Year 
title, Kelso was still looking for that big 
score on the grass. 

Another International attempt one 
year later only added to the Kelso camp’s 
frustration, as the lanky bay gelding 
couldn’t collar the front-running 4-year 
old Mongo. A Marion duPont Scott 
homebred. Mongo wound up taking the 
title of champion turf horse of 1963. 

And then, redemption. In 1964, at 
age 7, Kelso was magnificent. With 
Ismael Valenzuela aboard, Kelso battled 
the accomphshed Gun Bow down the 
backstretch but found fresh stamina late 
and pulled away smartly to win by four 
and a half lengths. His time of 2:23Vs 
for the mile and a half estabhshed an 
American turf record. And it was the 
crowning achievement that sealed Kelso’s 
unprecedented fifth consecutive Horse of 
the Year title.

In all, five fillies won the International, 
the first the spectacular Dahha. The 
daughter of * Vaguely Noble was bred 
in Kenmcky and became a true interna¬ 
tional star. Trained by Maurice Zilber, 
she was a Group/Grade 1 winner in 
France, her home, as well as in Ireland, 
England and the U.S. (and won the 
Canadian International at Woodbine when 
it was a Grade 2 race). Winner of the 
International during her 3-year-old season. 
Nelson Bunker Hunt’s homebred mare 
raced through age 6. 

Two years later Nobiliary, another 
3-year-old daughter of * Vaguely Noble 
bred and owned by Hunt and trained by 
Zilber, captured the International by lead¬ 


ing throughout to defeat the 4-year-old 
fiUy *Comtesse de Loir. 

When the 4-year-old filly Leariva 
scored in 1991 for Baron Thierry Van 
Zuylen, she posted the biggest upset in 
the 43 runnings of the International. 
Ridden by Laurel-based Edgar Prado, the 
44-1 shot rated next to last in the 13-horse 
field before flying through the lane to 
become the 14th winner to represent 
France. 

One of the race’s shortest-priced win¬ 
ners, also representing France, scored the 
race’s biggest payday. Daniel Wildenstein’s 
4-year-old fiUy All Along (Fr), trained by 
Patrick Biancone, went off at 2-5 in 1983, 
took control after a half mile and gal-

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loped home to win by three and a quarter 
lengths. Her third consecutive North 
American Grade 1 score, following the 
Rothman’s International at Woodbine 
and Turf Classic at Aqueduct, earned All 
Along a $1 million bonus for the sweep. 
That year’s winner of the Prix de I’Arc de 
Triomphe-Gl, AU Along was awarded the 
Eclipse Award for Horse of the Year and 
champion turf mare. 

The decade of the ’80s also saw 
victories by Eclipse Award winners 
Vanlandingham (1985) and Sunshine 
Forever (1988). 

The nation’s best turf horse. Paradise 
Creek, was shipped to Laurel by trainer 
Bill Mott in 1994. The U.S.-based, 


Japanese-owned 5-year-old became the 
final winner of the International as the 
1 -5 favorite. Bred in Virginia by Bertram 
and Diana Firestone, for whom he 
campaigned the majority of his career. 
Paradise Creek dominated with a five and 
a half-length victory, his eighth in his first 
nine starts that year. 

Paradise Creek followed with a third- 
place finish in the Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl, 
and then made his way to Japan. The 
Masayuki Nishiyama color bearer closed 
out his campaign with a nose loss in the 
Japan Cup-Gl, a race modeled after the 
Washington, DC., International.

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Vanishing stakes 
producer breeds a 
cautionary tale 

How Thracian, dam of graded winner 
Jack^s in the Deck, went missing. Bj Vinnk Perrone 


T he Grade 2 Futurity Stakes heroics 
by Jack’s in the Deck resonated in 
ways profound and tormented. 
None of the three principal owners 
comprising Skeedatde Associates had 
reached Belmont Park to watch the maid¬ 
en 2-year-old flex surprising muscle that 
July 3 afternoon. Co-owner Willie White 
was at Howard County General Hospital 
in Columbia, Md., where daughter Jaclyn 
dehvered a 7-pound 1-ounce girl. 

Jaclyn in labor, White had trainer Robin 
Graham call his cell phone moments 
before the race. White listened hard for 
his colt’s name, caught it often, at the right 
time, in the shadow of the wire. Jack’s in 
the Deck, second in his only previous start, 
had snared the Futurity’s $90,000 plum 
with a four-length score at 14-1. 

‘Hhere was great celebration in the 
waiting room,” White said. 

By wind or by wire, the euphoria should 
have carried to Roland Farm on Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore. Out of nowhere. Jack’s 
in the Deck’s breakthrough had lavished 
newfound worth and purpose on his dam, 
Thracian. 

But Becky Davis, Thracian’s owner, 
wasn’t celebrating. Instead, she said she 
combed the Internet in quiet desperation 
for two missing Thoroughbred brood¬ 


mares: Almighty Hannah, an excitable 
12-year-old gray retired from breeding; 
and a docile, compact 9-year-old bay with a 
star on her forehead and a patch of pastern 
white on her left foreleg. That leg, further 
defined by a toed-in clubfoot, had denied 
the mare a chance to race. 

Horse people often give their horses 
nicknames, but Davis said she had none 
for the unraced, missing bay. Everyone at 
the farm just called her Thracian. 


The commercial sales market swoon¬ 
ing in 2010, Davis reconsidered auction 
options on the cusp of October’s Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearlings 
sale at Timonium. Jack’s in the Deck, a 
son of Love of Money, was among those 
scrutinized: X-rays had revealed mild sesa- 
moiditis, Davis said, dousing the Hkehhood 
that the unexceptionaUy bred colt would 
fetch a square bid. She withdrew him. 

But the story grew. White, at Roland 
Farm to inspect Skeedattie’s presale year¬ 
lings, halted at the sight of a certain stripe¬ 
faced, dark bay yearling. 

‘When she brought him out. . . he 
just had that race horse look to us,” said 
White, who’d gone to Roland with trainer 


Graham. “Sometimes, you just feel they’re 
a better athlete than the other guy” 

Terms quickly ratified. White and his 
partners bought the yearling colt. Jack’s 
in the Deck, for $5,000 and sent him to 
Lynn Ashby at Marlyn Meadow Farm in 
Middletown, Del. 

Beyond the immediate considerations 
of the auction ring, Davis had longer-term 
options to ponder, such as which mares 
to breed the following spring in a wither¬ 
ing market. Regarding Thracian, she had 
reached no conclusion. 

By Partner’s Hero out of Game Hit (by 
I Am the Game), Thracian was a half-sister 
to multiple stakes winner Spirited Game, a 
strength offset by physical imperfections. 
Of Thracian’s three foals preceding Jack’s 
in the Deck, HelooksHkearnold by far had 
the showiest on-track credentials: three 
victories and $64,762 earned. 

“It looked like we just had a mare that 
wasn’t worth putting any more money into 
at the time,” Davis said. 

As October opened, so did opportunity. 
Melanie Ferrio, a trusted farm employee 
then 18, told Davis she had a friend look¬ 
ing for a trail horse. Ferrio said her friend, a 
lover of grays, had an interest in Almighty 
Hannah, but Davis nixed the mare as 
a trail-horse prospect for her unpredict- 
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ability. Eventually, Davis said, she deemed 
Thracian the better candidate. 

^‘She was pretty sweet,” if overly pro¬ 
tective of her foals, Davis said of Thracian. 
‘‘She was nice to handle. Kids could handle 
her.” 

An apt reference, it turned out. Ferrio's 
friend, whom she’d met online in horse¬ 
chatting forums, was 13. Because the girl 
is a minor, the Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred is 
withholding her identity. 

Per no said she thought the girl older; 
Davis drew the same conclusion from text 
messages. 

“She’d say things like, ^Tm having car 
trouble. Would you be able to put the 
[horses] on a trailer and bring them down 
to my place?”’ Davis said. 

But as last fall unfolded, Davis sensed 
nothing ominous. To the contrary, she 
figured Thracian would benefit from indi¬ 
vidual pampering by a caring hand. 

“I thought it’d be better for her than 
standing in a field with 10 other horses,” 
Davis said. 

Communicating with the girl through 
Ferrio and direct text messages, Davis 
said, an understanding soon emerged: The 
girl would receive Thracian on a free-lease 
basis, agreeing to return her if she and 
the mare conflicted or if Davis sought to 
breed Thracian early in 2011. Davis said 
she pledged to return Thracian to the girl 
when practicable in the event the mare 
were bred. 

“This was going to be this young girl’s 
hfelong companion,” Davis said. “I didn’t 
want to take that situation away from her.” 

Davis said she gave the girl Almighty 
Hannah as a pasture mate for Thracian on 
the condition the mare neither be ridden 
nor bred. 

By Valley Crossing out of stakes win¬ 
ner and producer Dance Forth, Almighty 
Hannah had developed an ovarian hema¬ 
toma that precluded further breeding, 
Davis said. No paperwork accompanied 
Almighty Hannah’s transfer. 

A contract did exist involving Thracian, 
although it omitted any reference to a free 
lease or to conditions by which the mare 
was to be returned. Dated October 17, 
2010, it was signed by Davis and Mary 
Bovenzi, the girl’s mother, and wimessed 
by Ferrio. 

The document was drafted under 
the letterhead of Dance Forth Farm, 
the acclaimed Chestertown, Md., board¬ 
ing, mare-care and foaling operation that 
belongs to Davis’s parents, Tom and Chris 
Bowman. The Bowmans officially bred 
Jack’s in the Deck, although Davis said she 
has input in virmaUy all matings. Dance 


Forth and Roland typically work in tan¬ 
dem, Davis managing both. 

TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 

It is our intention to give the 
2002 dark bay thoroughbred mare, 
registered by the Jockey Club as 
THRACIAN, (by PARTNER’S 
HERO out of GAME HIT) to 
(Mary Boven 2 i). We will not be 
held liable for any injuries to any 
person or animal, or damages to any 
property incurred, as a result of the 
acquisition of this mare. 

There are no warranties, imphed 
or otherwise, for any purpose. 

“That’s where I feel I made a mistake,” 
Davis said as she reviewed the document 


recentiy. She added, “I’ve always been very 
trusting of people keeping their word 
because that’s what I grew up with.” 

The previous October had augured no 
iUs, not even for Ferrio. She had arranged 
with Davis to trailer the mares to Boven 2 i’s 
stable, and said she sensed nothing untow¬ 
ard upon reaching that destination-St. 
Augustine Stables in Middletown, Del. 

Ferrio said she knew St. Augustine as 
a for-profit horse seller but was appeased 
that Davis’s mares took residence in a small 
barn away from the larger commercial 
operation. The mares delivered, Boven 2 i 
put her signature to the transfer document- 
Davis had signed it earher-and Ferrio 
attested to wimessing it. 

“Everything seemed to be fine,” said 
Ferrio, who said she’s taken work at a stable 
in North Carohna with plans to return 
to Davis’s employ this winter. “I didn’t 
see anything abnormal. I settied them in, 
stayed for an hour, made sure they got 
along with her horses.” 

Ferrio said she was not privy to the 
particulars of Davis’s transaction with the 
girl. But having worked for Davis, Ferrio 
said, “I know Becky just does not give her 


horses away, even to me. If I ever wanted to 
sell them, I would have to offer them back 
to her before I did anything.” She called 
such an obligation “common courtesy.” 

Two days after the mares were dehvered, 
Davis said, she received an e-mailed photo 
that showed the girl astride a fuUy outfitted 
Thracian. 

“When I saw that photo, it just lit my 
world up,” Davis said. “I didn’t know the 
mare would be that great” at adapting. 
“It looked like the mare had found a nice 
home, and the girl was going to do well 
with her.” 

According to Davis, the girl said she’d 
renamed the mare Star. 

A month after she took custody of the 
mares, Davis said, the girl asked to go to 


Roland to inspect a couple of yearhngs. 
The meeting set for noon, Davis said 
she left the farm at 4 to tend to her four 
children at home, instructing Ferrio and 
assistant farm manager Javier Enrique 2 to 
escort the girl if she were to show. 

After Davis left, Ferrio said, the girl 
arrived with her mother and reputed horse 
dealer Jack Bailey of St. Augustine Stables. 
(Bailey said he prefers the tide “horse 
owner.”) 

When Davis later asked about the girl’s 
horse savvy, Enrique 2 shook his head. “I 
don’t think this girl is ready to have two 
yearhngs,” he said. “She was asking me 
about the names, and not really paying 
attention as she was walking up to the 
horses.” 

He paused. “How well do you know 
this girl?” 

No yearhngs conveyed. 

As Davis considered the girl with grow¬ 
ing uncertainty, she said, text messages 
began to ebb. In one text late last year, 
according to Davis, the girl wrote that she 
had given the mares to a cousin to breed. 

Horrified, Davis said she texted the girl 
immediately: ‘Y"ou can’t do that!” Davis

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said she fretted especially about Almighty 
Hannah, given the reproductive problems 
that could cause the mare lethal bleeding. 

Then, Davis said, a greater sense of 
dread pervaded: ‘T had no idea where the 
horses were,” 

Boven 2 i said she and her daughter don't 
know, either. According to Boven 2 i, finan¬ 
cial shortfalls compelled them to mrn the 
mares over to Bailey and St. Augustine 
business parmer Darrell Rucker. She said 
she wasn't sure when that occurred or 
where the mares went thereafter. 

‘‘That is very, very untrue,” said Rucker, 
who asserted that he had no custody of 
either mare. Badey and Boven 2 i deter¬ 
mined the fates of the mares, Rucker said. 

Boven 2 i said she thought she had the 
right to deal the horses as needed. Davis 
had communicated exclusively with her 
daughter, Boven 2 i said, who described the 
horses as gifts, 

“I didn't even know what was going 
on; I just signed the papers,” Boven 2 i said. 
“It wasn't explained to me this was a lease. 
The only time I spoke to [Davis] was after 
the fact. I didn't know anything was ready 
wrong until a year later.” 


In exchange for the mares, Boven 2 i 
said, Ferrio received a Thoroughbred geld¬ 
ing named Mugsy. Ferrio acknowledged 
receipt of the gelding but said he was 
compensation for her dehvering the mares 
and agreeing to do future hauling for 
Boven 2 i and her daughter. That transac¬ 
tion, Ferrio said, was separate from any 
dealings between Davis and Boven 2 i. 

“I'm in no way a dealer, and I don't sup¬ 
port that,” Ferrio said. “I take horses from 
those situations, not put them in there.” 

Ferrio said her Facebook communica¬ 
tions with the girl have ended since the 
girl “de-friended” her, effectively denying 
Ferrio access. 

Rucker, a self-described retiree, said he 
had leased St. Augustine, through which he 
dealt and boarded horses. He said Bailey, 
a 30-year friend and former partner in St. 
Augustine before they had “a falling out,” 
rented four stalls in a small barn and also 
pasture-kept a few horses expressly for 
Boven 2 i. 

“What [she] and Jack dealt with had 
nothing to do with St. Augustine Stables,” 
Rucker said. 


Rucker said he told Bailey he could rent 
the stalls provided Bailey not seU horses 
through St. Augustine, Rucker said he also 
insisted on trucking any of Bailey's horses 
from the stable, a stipulation unheeded. 

“I know they had horses come and go,” 
Rucker said. “I know they sold horses at 
New Holland without me. That's what 
caused the real breakup.” 

The rift had begun when Rucker 
invoked the no-shipping rule and imposed 
other limitations that amended their origi¬ 
nal agreement, Bailey said. 

“There was a difference of opinion on 
a lot of things,” Bailey said. “He wanted to 
interfere on our side.” 

According to Rucker, Bailey and 
Boven 2 i shipped six horses without his 
consent from St. Augustine to the New 
Holland (Pa.) Sales Stables, site of a hve- 
stock auction through which untold horses 
meet the hands of slaughterhouse inter¬ 
ests, the so-called kill buyers. Rucker said 
he drove to New Holland, confronted 
Bailey and Boven 2 i and told them he 
would no longer lease space to them. He 
said he could not recall when that took 
place. 


FEDERAL OFFICIALS TRY ANEW TO CURB HORSE SLAUGHTER 


I n several conversations about her search for the missing 
broodmares Thracian and Almighty Hannah, Becky Davis 
only once spoke the word. But the lack of any solid leads, 
nearly one year since they left Roland Farm, tempts the impon¬ 
derable: Did their fates involve a slaughterhouse? 

Despite multi-levered efforts to curb domestic slaughter, 
the Government Accountability Office (GAO) in June issued 
a 68-page report that found no net reduction in the number of 
domestic horses slaughtered since the practice essentially was 
outlawed in 2007. 

Following an 18-month smdy born of a 2009 Congressional 
request, the GAO revealed that the U.S. exported some 138,000 
slaughter horses to Canada and Mexico in 2010, nearly the same 
number processed here before the restrictions took hold. From 
2006 to 2010, the GAO reported, horse-slaughter exports to 
Mexico rose 660 percent, to Canada 148 percent. 

According to the GAO, these horses were traveling farther 
to slaughter, often in substandard conditions, and processed in 
facilities not protected by U.S. law and regulations. 

The report, titled “Horse Welfare: Action Needed to Address 
Unintended Consequences from Cessation of Domestic 
Slaughter,” recommended that Congress consider an explicit ban 
on domestic slaughter and the shipping of horses for slaughter 
in foreign countries. Despite the lack of a federal prohibition, 
legal means of commercial horse slaughter in the U.S. terminat¬ 
ed with the 2007 state-mandated closing of two slaughterhouses 
in Texas and one in Illinois. 

The GAO also suggested that Congress reconsider annual 
restrictions on U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA) funding 


to inspect horses being transported to slaughter facilities. That 
would allow the federal agency to better ensure horse welfare 
and identify violations of the Commercial Transportation of 
Equines to Slaughter regulations, the GAO concluded. 

Issues concerning horse welfare transcended slaughter, 
according to the study. The GAO cited an increase in the num¬ 
ber of horses abandoned on private or state land in California, 
Texas and Florida, and said that Colorado reported a 63 percent 
rise in the number of investigations for horse neglect and abuse, 
from 975 in 2005 to 1,588 in 2009. 

The report stated that economic weakness nationwide likely 
fueled these increases by placing financial strain on horse owners 
of every type.

Two weeks before the GAO released its findings, the U.S. 
Senate introduced a bill that would expressly prohibit horse 
slaughter and the exportation of horses for that purpose. 

Sponsors Mary Landrieu (D-La.) and Lindsey Graham 
(R-S.C.), outspoken critics of the brutality related to horse 
slaughter, led the bipartisan legislation. Their bill cited reports 
of inhumane methods of transport that enabled slaughterhouse- 
bound horses to travel hundreds or thousands of miles on 
double-deck cattle trucks without food, water or rest. 

Senate Bill 1176 was before the Committee on Commerce, 
Science, and Transportation in early September.

Neither Rucker nor Bailey said he could 
remember whether the six-horse contin¬ 
gent sold through New Holland included 
Thracian and/or Almighty Hannah. 

‘‘She changed the name of every horse 
she ever owned,” Bailey said of the girl. 

Bailey acknowledged transport of 
the six horses to New Holland but also 
couldn’t say when that took place. He said 
the decision to circumvent Rucker’s ship¬ 
ping was financial: Rucker wanted $65 a 
head; Bailey found a deal for $40 a head. 

Rucker said he disbanded operations at 
St. Augustine in April, and Bailey said he 
has left the horse business and Delaware 
entirely. 

Bovenzi, meanwhile, declined to say 
where her daughter’s horses are stabled or 
how many she has. 

“I didn’t mean to hurt [anybody],” 
Bovenzi said. “I’m not looking to get over 
on [anybody]. It’s just the way things hap¬ 
pened.” 

She added: “I just want it resolved. It 
was aU a misunderstanding. . . Me and my 
daughter are trying to find the horse.” 

The ordeal has been trying for her and 
her now-14-year-old daughter, who suffers 
from physical and emotional challenges, 
Bovenzi said. She called the experience 
with Davis “a lesson learned by both 
sides.” 

Bovenzi said she should better mind 
her daughter’s horse deahngs, and Davis 
acknowledged that she will undertake more 
due diligence before unhanding another 
horse. 

“You have to do a lot more research 
than I did,” Davis said. “Know the person. 
Personal and character references are a 
big deal. I had a reference, but it was a 
Facebook friend who didn’t really know 
this girl. Had I done any kind of research 
in that regard, I never would have given the 
girl the horse.” 

Davis said she’s used the identical waiv¬ 
er contract in many other transactions, aU 
fruitful, including one involving Jack’s in 
the Deck’s younger half-brother. A well- 
referenced man seeking a dressage pros¬ 
pect received the Domestic Dispute year- 
hng after agreeing to pay several hundred 
dollars to geld him, said Davis, who added, 
“He absolutely loves the horse.” 

Davis said she’d favor the horse indus¬ 
try developing a standardized ownership- 
transaction form that would give an owner 
right of first refusal regarding any subse¬ 
quent horse relocation. 

Absent such a requirement, on July 4, 
the day after Jack’s in the Deck stormed 
the Fumrity, Davis phoned SummerWinds 
Stables in another attempt to find the 
mares. A horse rescue and children’s thera¬ 


peutic riding center, SummerWinds has 
refuges in Warwick, Md., and Hardy, Del. 

“She was in tears,” SummerWinds 
founder Elena DiSilvestro said of Davis 
regarding that initial conversation. 

Around that time, Davis said, the 
girl texted her that Bailey had sold the 
horses to an unidentified man from 
Maryland. Subsequent inquiries led her 
and DiSilvestro to Camelot Auction in 
Cranbury, N.J. 

DiSilvestro said she plumbed her 
resources in search of leads, and she and 
Davis combed through a six-month photo 
database of horses that had passed through 
Camelot Auction. Nothing. 

“I got so caught up in it,” Davis said, “I 
almost adopted a miniature mule. It baffles 
you how many horses there are out there.” 

Davis said she did not construe New 
Holland as a possible repository for the 
mares. “I guess I should have thought 
about New Holland because of the [proxi¬ 
mate] location,” she said. 

Although legal means of domestic 
horse slaughter effectively ended in 2007, 
a recent government study asserted that 
the practice remains vigorous and has 
merely shifted locus. According to the 
Government Accountability Office, the 
nation exported nearly 140,000 slaughter- 
bound horses to Canada and Mexico in 
2010—roughly the same number slaugh¬ 
tered in the U.S. in 2006. 

“Becky thought she was doing the right 
thing,” DiSilvestro said, “and now she’s got 
horses that are missing, and nobody has 
any answers.” 

Because Thracian and Almighty Han¬ 
nah didn’t race, neither has an identifying 


Up tattoo that might help locate them. 
Davis said she has their Jockey Club foal 
papers, which did not transfer to Bovenzi. 

Jay Hickey, president of the American 
Horse Council (AHC), hadn’t heard of 
Thracian or her disappearance. The lack of 
a Up tattoo, he said, would not enhance her 
chances for recovery. 

But Hickey added that even more pro¬ 
gressive means of tracking horses might 
not aid attempts to find the missing. The 
burgeoning science of micro-chipping, 
he said, will require hard-to-get resources 
to ensure thorough implementation and 
monitoring. 

Regarding Davis’s mares, he said, “This 
is sort of like a perfect storm of unform- 
nate circumstances.” 

Hickey said the number of missing 
horses has dechned since the industry 
marshaled forces to create the Unwanted 
Horse Coalition in 2006. Administered by 
the AHC, the coalition has raised aware¬ 
ness for the industry and its practitioners 
on responsible and humane ways to miti¬ 
gate and resolve the problem of unwanted 
horses. 

“It’s frustrating,” Hickey said. “The 
industry is doing a much better job now of 
following these horses and helping them 
be placed, but you’ve stiU got the problem 
of a bad economy and people not being 
able to take care of horses.” 

As Davis maintained her search deep 
into summer. Jack’s in the Deck also sol¬ 
diered on. He followed his Futurity romp 
with a third-place run in the Grade 2 
Sanford Stakes at Saratoga, then won a 
$40,500 allowance race at Delaware Park. 
In four starts, he’s made $143,760. ^

IN ONE JUMP, 
MABOU GOES 
FROM CUIMER 
TO GRADE 1 
WINNER 


I f you were at Saratoga Race Course for 
the first race on Thursday, August 25, 
you have hereby seen it all. 

Mabou, a 16-1 shot claimed three weeks 
earlier by flat trainer David Jacobson, won 
the $100,000 New York Turf Writers Cup 
Steeplechase Handicap-NSAl. Easily 
Laughably Impressively 

The 8-year-old, normally a front-run¬ 
ner, sat well off the pace early, roared into 
contention on the final turn, swept around 
the field and won by five and three-quarter 
lengths for jockey Robbie Walsh. The win¬ 
ner outran Irish-bred invader Dirar late, 
with Dynaski claiming third. The Grade 1 
victory came in the first steeplechase start 
for Jacobson and co-owner Drawing Away 
Stable. 

Mabou entered the race as something 
of an afterthought, other than the note¬ 
worthiness of the claim. Jacobson reached 
into an August 4 optional claiming hurdle 
to take the son of Dynaformer for $30,000 
from Ken and Sarah Ramsey and trainer 
Tom Voss. The move brought back memo¬ 
ries. Oscar Barrera did the same in the

1970s, when he won a jump race off the 
claim with Time Saver from the barn of 
Jonathan Sheppard. HaU of Famer Bobby 
Frankel mrned similar conversions in the 
1960s along with mentor Howard (Buddy) 
Jacobson, father of the 2011 Turf Writers- 
winning trainer. 

Fhstory aside, Mabou entered the Turf 
Writers as an outsider in a sohd field of 
nine headed by A.P. Smithwick Memorial- 
NSA2 winner Divine Fortune, $400,000- 
earner Dirar, ultra-consistent 2011 stakes 
performer Decoy Daddy (Ire), 2010 Turf 
Writers winner Sermon of Love, classy 
mare Sweet Shani (NZ) and novice stakes 
winner NationbuHder. 

Decoy Daddy took a slight lead early 
and set a deliberate pace before yielding to 
Straight to It. Dynaski set up in third, fol¬ 
lowed by Divine Fortune, Nationbuilder 
and Dirar. Lightweight at 138 pounds, 
Mabou found a spot inside and near the 
back. On the final run down the backside, 
the pace quickened and the race got rough. 
Decoy Daddy and Divine Fortune bumped 
several times coming to the ninth of 10 
fences as Dirar also made a play for the lead. 

On the final turn. Divine Fortune came 
out a path. Decoy Daddy chpped heels 
and fell, taking Sermon of Love with him. 
Behind them aU sat Mabou, poised to 
strike. As Dirar took the lead at the top of 
the stretch, Walsh produced Mabou, and 
the Kentucky-bred swept alongside at the 
last fence. He flew it, landed running and 
sped off with his first stakes score. The 
winner covered two and three-eighth miles 
in 4:40.72. 

Mabou returned $35.20 as the sec¬ 
ond-longest shot in the field and earned 
$60,000 in his first try for his new con¬ 
nections. After a stewards’ inquiry. Divine 
Fortune was disqualified from fourth to 
last for interference, with jockey Brian 
Crowley suspended three racing days. 

Mabou was a hero, catching the atten¬ 
tion of horsemen and fans at the upstate 
New York track while making a historic 
upgrade from claimer to Grade 1 winner. 

The winner had been claimed before. 
Owner/trainer Michael Moran (who cam¬ 
paigned steeplechase great McDynamo) 
bought Mabou as a yearling at Keeneland 
for $80,000, but lost him in his first start—a 
$50,000 maiden claimer at Delaware Park 
in 2006 —to Tim Ritchey and Bean Counter 
Stable. The Kentucky-bred won four races 
for them, before being claimed for $20,000 
from a race at Laurel in 2008. Mabou 
resurfaced nine months later, owned by 
the Ramseys, and proved formidable at 


his level—winning five times in 10 starts 
(mostly claimers and starter handicaps). 
In May, Mabou won a starter allowance 
by, yes, 82 lengths at Radnor. The margin 
looked impressive but his chief rival fell 
about halfway through, making the race a 
laugher for Mabou. 

Voss and Ramsey aimed for Saratoga, 
and Mabou started as the favorite in the 
optional claimer. A claiming trainer on 
the flat, Jacobson filled out a slip on the 
steeplechaser, who finished fifth. 

“Fve been wanting to claim a jumper for 
the last couple of years here at Saratoga, 
mostly to get a real distance horse to 
run during the year,” Jacobson said. ‘‘Not 
really to claim a jumper-a lot of jumpers 
are well-bred, big, good-looking, sound 
horses. Sometimes you tweak them with 
my flat-training methods, and it works. 

“I saw him [in the entries] the night 
before and said weVe got to have this 
horse. I saw that he won by 82 lengths. Any 
horse who can win by 82 lengths in any 
race, I want to have in my barn, and that’s 
why I claimed him.” 

National Steeplechase Association 
director of racing Bill GaUo connected 
Jacobson and Walsh, and the two met in 
the paddock for the first time. 

“They said they wanted a good rider 
who could do the weight,” Walsh said. “BiU 
asked me; I was open in the race. ‘Yeah, I’ll 
ride him.’ I guess I was the only one who 
was sure he didn’t have a ride in the race. 
The trainer told Bill he wasn’t going to 
school him in the meantime, and I figured 
he didn’t really need to.” 


Mabou trained like Jacobson’s flat horses, 
grinding out miles on the main track at 
Saratoga and working a slow half mile a 
few days before the race. Almost always a 
front-runner, Mabou wound up in the back 
in the Turf Writers thanks in part to an 
over-jump at the first. He landed on heels 
in front of him, backed off and found a 
spot in the back-jumping and galloping in 
a comfortable rhythm. 

“His jumping was unbelievable —too 
good,” Walsh said. “I was like Whoa, whoa, 
whoa.’ I got a great trip, tucked away on the 
inside. His jumping kept him in that spot. I 
was blinded a couple of times: He never saw 
the hurdle, but he picked up and jumped it 
fine. Very quick over his fences, rapid. 

“Turning for home, I was waiting for 
him to get tired. I pulled him out, and 
it was like the race was over. He pulled 
away. I couldn’t puU him up afterward; 
he tried to run off with me coming back. 
Unbehevable.” 

SHEPPARD RISES EARLY, 
HAS ‘DIVINE’ SMITHWICK 

Mabou’s score proved the highlight of 
Saratoga’s steeplechase season but wasn’t 
the only news. HaU of Fame trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard won four of the first six races. 

BiU Pape’s Divine Fortune started the 
feat by winning his second consecutive 
A.P. Smithwick Memorial on August 4. 
Making his first start in nearly a year, the 
8-year-old Pennsylvania-bred showed no 
signs of rust, winning by two lengths over 
Decoy Daddy. The latter raced on or near 
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Chasing About

the lead throughout, took over from Slip 
Away with a powerful move on the final 
turn and had a clear advantage into the 
stretch. Just behind, Divine Fortune (Brian 
Crowley) mirrored the move and followed 
the leader into the stretch, launching a 
serious bid approaching the last fence and 
drawing off late. Decoy Daddy stayed for 
second, with Nationbuilder third. Divine 
Fortune needed 3:49.20 to cover two and a 
sixteenth miles, returning $9.30. 

Sheppard had won the 2010 Smithwick 
with the son of Royal Anthem, then 
watched him finish fourth in the Turf 
Writers to close the meet. Divine Formne 
left that race with a tendon injury and went 
to the sidelines. The long-legged chesmut 
remrned with a training flat spin at the 
Saratoga Open House on July 17, worked 
five furlongs on the turf in 1:01.44 three 
days out and showed up on race day. 

^‘People talk about the layoff,’’ Sheppard 
said. ^T did think he was fit enough, espe¬ 
cially with the race at the Open House, but 
with the lack of an actual race over jumps - 
what do they call it, ring rusty? You always 
wonder about that but, as far as fitness, he 
had been in training for a long time.” 

Aboard for the first time in a jump race, 
Crowley was impressed by Divine Fortune. 

“He jumped, he traveled, he never 
missed a beat at any jump,” the jockey said. 
“Turning down the backside, I knew I had 
[Decoy Daddy] because I was just canter¬ 
ing. I didn’t meet the last in a perfect stride, 
but I knew he’s a horse with plenty of 
gears.” 


ROYAL ROSSI BARELY BOSSY 

One race later, Sheppard and Crowley 
completed the daily double with Hudson 
River Farms’s Royal Rossi. 

The 5-year-old broke his maiden at 
the Open House and lived up to some 
spring promise by delivering in a $53,000 
optional claiming hurdle. Mabou set the 
early pace, followed closely by Baltic Shore 
as Royal Rossi dropped to seventh in the 
field of eight. Baltic Shore took over late 
and opened a two-length lead heading into 
the stretch. Crowley had Royal Rossi in full 
flight, however, and the son of Rossini got 
up in the final stride to win by a nose in 
3:50.34 for two and one-sixteenth miles. 
Worried Man finished third. The winner 
paid $10.20 and completed a $35.40 all- 
Sheppard daily double. 

Sheppard bought Royal Rossi for him¬ 
self in the fall of 2009 simply because he 
saw him in the paddock at Keeneland. 
Trained then by Mike Stidham, he had 
made four starts on the flat, managing a 
fourth against $30,000 maiden claimers at 
Keeneland and a couple of sixths and an 
eighth on the Arlington Park turf. 

Royal Rossi missed aU of 2010, which 
Sheppard called a blessing in disguise, and 
he’s been one of the most highly touted 
maidens this year. He won a training flat 
race in April, pulled up over tiring mrf at 
Iroquois, then won at the Open House. 

“He was a little bit keen with me; I 
would have preferred to get him a bit 
covered up,” Crowley said. “I was a little 


further back than I anticipated, but I had 
to make the best of it. All along, all along, 
we’ve liked him. He’s now just coming into 
himself He was a big frame of a horse that 
needed to fill out.” 

PARKER’S PROJECT 
AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 

Two weeks later, on August 18, the 
Sheppard daily double returned $81.50 as 
longshot Parker’s Project won the first, a 
$53,000 allowance, and Italian Wedding the 
second, the $70,000 Mickey Walsh Novice 
Stakes. 

In the opener, Parker’s Project came 
into the race with 11 career jump starts and 
put together a powerful late charge to score 
by five and a quarter lengths at better than 
14-1. Port Morsbey, the 2-1 favorite also 
trained by Sheppard, finished second, with 
Saluda Sam a distant third. Darren Nagle 
rode the winner, who covered two and 
three-eighths miles in 4:34.15, remrned 
$30.40 and keyed a $91 exacta with his 
stablemate. 

Like Royal Rossi, the winner is owned 
by Ed Swyer’s Hudson River Farm. Unlike 
him, Parker’s Project is hardly new to 
steeplechasing. The son of Parker’s Storm 
Cat made his jump debut as a 3-year-old 
in 2009. He graduated the maiden ranks in 
his eighth start, last summer at the Saratoga 
Open House, then finished second at the 
meet before resting. He remrned this 
spring, was sixth at Radnor and brought 
down by a fallen rival at Penn National. 

“I started off a little bit farther back 
than I really wanted to, but he was jumping 
so well that he was jumping past horses 
rather than having me ask him,” said Nagle. 
“He jumped by one here, another here and 
kept into the race like that. At the second- 
last, I jumped past [Fog Island] and ended 
up in front. I knew nothing was going great 
behind me because I had gone by them at 
that point.” 

ITALIAN WEDDING 
TAKES THE CAKE 

Italian Wedding, ridden by Crowley, 
completed the sweep by rolling through 
the stretch to catch Demonstrative and 
win the Walsh by a length for Sheppard, 
who doubled as owner. The race lured the 
first five finishers from the Jonathan Kiser, 
run on July 28 to kick off the Saratoga 
steeplechase program as All Together, 
Demonstrative, Here Comes Art, Italian 
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Arcadia Stable’s Opera Heroine (leading) had a backing trio as she starred in the Mrs. Ogden Phipps Stakes. 
Ridden by Willie DowHng, the 7-year-old Pennsylvania-bred mare played to critical and pari-mutuel acclaim 
($9.80) and provided trainer Jack Fisher’s second steeplechase victory of the Saratoga meet. 


Wedding and Cornhusker (GB) renewed 
acquaintances in a field of eight. 

Here Comes Art bounded to the lead 
and stayed there for nearly two miles, 
when All Together took over and dragged 
Demonstrative into the fray Demonstrative 
took a short lead at the top of the stretch 
before Itahan Wedding passed him late. 
All Together was nearly five lengths back 
in third. 

Itahan Wedding traveled two and three- 
eighths miles in 4:33.54 and paid $6.30 as 
part of a favored entry with the more- 
fancied One Giant Step, who finished 
fourth. Itahan Wedding ended a seven-race 
winless streak going back to April 2010. 

“He’s been called a few names in the 
past, but one thing he does is, he tries,” 
said Crowley. “The httle horse tries. A lot 
of the times it might have been a bit too 
soft for him or too short for him or some¬ 
thing. He’s a very consistent httle horse, 
tough httle horse. He deserves that.” 

OPERA HEROINE 
PLAYS THE DIVA 

Between the Sheppard conquests, train¬ 
er Jack Fisher won his second jump race of 
the meet when Arcadia Stable’s Opera 
Heroine prevailed in the inaugural $70,000 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps Stakes for fihies and 
mares on August 11. Bred in Pennsylvania 
by Fit 2 Dixon, the winner sat second 
behind stablemate Maya Charh throughout 
and took over late to win by three lengths 
over Weh Fashioned. Wilhe Dowhng rode 
the winner, a daughter of Parmer’s Hero 
who paid $9.80 and covered two and a 
sixteenth miles in 3:54.11. 

Opera Heroine came off a maiden win 
at the Open House, proving a good fit 
for the speedier race track distances and 
rewarding Fisher’s decision to get staUs at 
Saratoga for the meet. 

“This track suits her down to the 
ground,” said Dowling, who picked up his 
first Saratoga win. “She barely gets the two 
mdes. She was cruising going to the last, 
but she didn’t have much left. I’m glad for 
Jack and everybody. It’s work being here, 
but it’s paying off The two fillies we ran 
today were going crazy when they first got 
here, but then they settled in and ate up last 
night—that makes a difference.” 

KINGSLEY BACK ON 
THE THRONE 

In the spirit of Mabou, Saratoga’s stee¬ 
plechase finale also aired improbability as 
former champion jockey Arch Kingsley 


rode his first race in more than two years 
and guided veteran Here Comes Art to a 
wire-to-wire triumph in a $53,000 optional 
claimer on September 1. 

Kingsley trains the 9-year-old New 
York-bred for Carrington Racing Stable and 
needed a jockey at entry time after Bernie 
Dalton committed to Lonesome Nun for 
the meet’s last jump race. Champion jockey 
of 1997, Kingsley dusted off his tack and 
took the ride himself 

With his usual long, flat strides. Here 
Comes Art bounded to a clear advantage 
and made it stand. The others closed in 
briefly at the top of the stretch but flat¬ 
tened out as the winner scored by three 
and three-quarters lengths over longshot 
maiden Perfect Edge in 3:55.66 for two 
and a sixteenth miles. Be Certain was third. 

“It was either don’t run or ride him,” 
said Kingsley, who regularly gets on his 
horses in the mornings. “I’m not a profes¬ 
sional jockey anymore, but I can still ride 
a race on a good horse. I would rather 
people quit calling me retired and just say I 
ride every once in a while.” 

Where he used to ride 100 races a year, 
Kingsley merely dabbles now. In 2010, he 
rode one race. In 2009, he came back and 
won a Saratoga novice stakes for trainer 
Todd Wyatt, a longtime friend. 

Owner Wilham Price claimed Here 
Comes Art from King Leatherbury in 
2007. After almost two years without a 
race, the son of Royal Anthem remrned to 


finish second on the flat late in the 2009 
Saratoga meet. He broke his jump maiden 
two starts later at Camden, then finished 
second twice in 2010. His 2011 cam¬ 
paign started at Saratoga when he finished 
third in the first jump race of the meet, 
the Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes. In the 
Mickey Walsh, Here Comes Art was pulled 
up by Dalton after leading early. 

“This was a different group of horses 
and at a shorter distance, but the second 
time he was running frantic, and I think 
I just ran him back too soon,” Kingsley 
said. “Today he toted me the whole way. 
The only way I can keep him settled is by 
keeping my eyes down. If I looked in the 
distance, he was going to go there, so you 
don’t look at the fences, you don’t set him 
up. It’s only 8 [and] 9-year-olds that you 
can ride with that kind of confidence.” 

SARATOGA NOTES 

Eight jump races filled at the meet 
(from a scheduled nine) to increase last 
year’s total by three. . . Mid-Atlantic- 
breds shined, including Divine Fortune, 
Parker’s Project and Opera Heroine from 
Pennsylvania. Pape and Sheppard bred 
Divine Fortune, while Sheppard is the sole 
breeder of Parker’s Project. The trainer 
also bred Italian Wedding, in Florida. . . 
Sheppard and Fisher each won a race on 
the flat at Saratoga to complement the 
jump success. ^ 
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FORCE FREEZE ICES 
THE TEDDY DRONE 
AT MONMOUTH PARK

jockey Paco Lopez and neared a six-furlong track mark in winning the Teddy Drone. 


O ne of these years, the Teddy Drone 
Stakes might get its due from the 
American Graded Stakes Committee. 
For some time, the $100,000, six-furlong 
affair has attracted deep fields of graded- 
stakes winners and stood out among the 
HaskeU Day supporting stakes. This year 
was no exception. 

The 10-horse field included Jersey 
Town, absent since his upset victory in 
the Grade 1 Cigar Mile in November; 
Bob Baffert trainee Irrefutable, second 
in the Grade 2 Smde Sprint Handicap; 
graded stakes-winning near-millionaire 
Ravalo; Monmouth-loving and 2010 
Teddy Drone winner Roaring Lion; and 
local sensation PartyaUnightiong. But it 
was an unknown—Dubai expatriate Force 


Freeze-who dazzled the Monmouth Park 
crowd on July 31. 

Force Freeze's recent running lines over 
the aU-weather Tapeta surface at Meydan 
Racecourse might have misled; the 6-year- 
old gelding had not won in eight starts 
since February 2010. But he had run com- 
mendably in the Group 1 Dubai Golden 
Shaheen three years in a row, and his best 
efforts in Dubai came before the switch 
from dirt to a synthetic track. Two bullet 
workouts at Monmouth were beneficial 
clues. 

Making his first start for trainer Peter 
Waider, who welcomed the Forest Camp 
gelding to his barn at the end of May, 
Force Freeze pressed a sensational pace set 
by Irrefutable, burst to the front at the top 


of the stretch and widened his margin to 
four at the wire. With Paco Lopez in the 
irons, his final time of 1:07.77 was a tick 
off the track record. Jersey Town, bottied 
up early, closed admirably under Juhen 
Leparoux for the place. Ravalo finished 
third, followed by Roaring Lion, PartyaU- 
nighdong and Irrefutable. 

Lopez was effusive after the race, tell¬ 
ing Waider: ^We're going to the Breeders' 
Cup." Waider preached caution. ^Tet me 
make sure he comes back okay first," he 
told Lopez. 

Waider, however, who trains Force 
Freeze for Saeed Naser A1 Romaithi, was 
similarly awed by his new charge's per¬ 
formance. ‘Hhis horse has been working 
lights out; he worked great out of the gate" 
on July 16, he said. ‘We schooled him in 
the paddock, and he's just done everything 
right. He exudes class; this was a class drop. 
He's run in the sprint in Dubai. . ." 

Out of the stakes-winning mare Anti¬ 
freeze, by It's Freezing, Force Freeze 
returned $35 with his seventh victory in 19 
starts. One of 10 winners for his dam. 
Force Freeze has earned $423,719. 

ROMACACA TAKES GRADE 3 
MATCHMAKER 

In the $200,000 Matchmaker Stakes-G3 
one race before the HaskeU, Frank Cala¬ 
brese's Romacaca tracked a quick pace and 
opened a daylight lead in midstretch, more 
than enough to hold off late-gaining Ravi's 
Song by a length and a quarter. Another 
closer. Perfect Shirl, finished a nose behind 
Ravi's Song in third. The top three finish¬ 
ers also won a stallion season to a Taylor 
Made stallion. 

The stout field of 10 fUUes and mares 
also included recent Just a Game Stakes-Gl 
winner C. S. Silk. The 5-2 favorite, C. S. Silk 
was bumped at the start, never made the 
lead and was eased by Martin Garcia. 

E.T. Baird, aboard Romacaca ($13.20), 
took advantage of a dream pace fashioned 
by overextended frontrunner Marquet 
Madness. Romacaca didn't ease up though; 
she stopped the timer in 1:46.54 over firm 
going, just shy of the nine-furlong course 
record of 1:46.39. 

Trained by Nick Canard, Romacaca 
recorded her fifth win in a row, including 
two straight stakes at Monmouth. The 
steady 5-year-old mare, by Running Stag 
out of the Kris S. mare Romaca, upped her 
mark to 12 wins in 23 starts and earnings 
just shy of $600,000. 

“She's a super nice fiUy to have," Canard 
said. 
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YUMMY WITH BUTTER 
POPS IN 0CEANP0RT-G3 

Thirty minutes before he scored with 
Force Free 2 e, Paco Lopez was in the win¬ 
ner’s circle with Yummy With Butter, Mon¬ 
mouth’s second-leading jockey (behind 
Elvis Trujillo) rode three stakes winners, 
and four all told, on the card. 

Yummy With Butter seized the $200,000 
Oceanport Stakes-G3 by overpowering 
front-running Sayif (Ire) late in a length 
and a quarter victory. The race was a rever¬ 
sal of the Battlefield Stakes at Monmouth 
on July 9, when Sayif stole the race with 
a sizable early cushion. This time, Lopez 
tracked the pace closely in second before 
taking over, 

“I told Paco let’s not be late this time,” 
said winning trainer Yvon Belsoeur, 

The Battlefield was overlooked as a 
key race. Yummy With Butter paid $20.20, 
and the exacta with Sayif $136. Baryshni¬ 
kov, second in the Grade 2 Dixie and 
Firecracker, finished third as the beaten 
favorite. Yummy With Butter covered a 
mile and a sixteenth of firm turf in 1:40.98. 
Four scratches reduced the field to seven. 

A 7-year-old gelding. Yummy With But¬ 
ter has gotten better with age. By Silvador 
out of the Kris S. mare Sophisticatedbagel, 
the Ontario-bred managed the biggest vic¬ 
tory of his 31-race career. The Oceanport 
his second stakes win. Yummy With 
Butter has placed in 10 others and earned 
$516,824 for owner Bruno Schickedanz. 

QUIET GIANT TOWERS 
IN LADY’S SECRET 

In the $100,000 Lady’s Secret Stakes, 
4-year-old filly Quiet Giant was head and 
withers above six opponents. With JuHen 
Leparoux aboard. Quiet Giant swept past 
frontrunners C C’s Pal and Successful Song 
into the mrn and found herself almost 
four lengths in front at the eighth pole. 

The Virginia-bred powered home to 
win by nearly seven lengths, Leparoux tak¬ 
ing her in hand near the finish. She covered 
a fast-track mile and a sixteenth in 1:41.54 
and paid $4.40 as the prohibitive favorite. 
Lacie Slew edged Debonair Darling by a 
neck for the place. 

Thrice a stakes winner at the Aqueduct 
inner-track meet for trainer Todd Pletcher, 
Quiet Giant recorded her sixth win from 
11 starts to increase her earnings to 
$255,389. Bred by Ned Evans, the daugh¬ 
ter of Giant’s Causeway out of stakes win¬ 
ner Quiet Dance, by Quiet American, is a 
half-sister to Horse of the Year Saint Liam.

WHERE’S STERLING PROMPT 
IN THE GRADE 3 ISELIN 

Owner Frank Calabrese and trainer 
Nick Canani, winners of the Matchmaker 
with Romacaca, enjoyed another graded- 
stakes victory when 4-year-old Where’s 
Sterhng captured the 77th running of the 
$250,000 Philip H. IseUn Stakes-G3 on 
August 20. It was the first stakes win in 
two tries for Where’s Sterling, who only 
left the maiden ranks at Gulfstream Park 
in late January. 

The eight-horse IseUn field was among 
the weakest in its storied history. Only two 
horses had won a single Grade 3 —Chirac 
(2009 IseUn) and Pleasant Prince (2010 


Ohio Derby). Not the same horse he had 
been the last two years, Chirac finished last. 
Pleasant Prince, the 19-10 favorite, finished 
sixth in his third start of the year. 

Ponzi Scheme set the pace in the nine- 
furlong IseUn, with Southern Ridge to his 
outside. Paco Lopez put Where’s SterUng a 
few lengths behind a tight crowd, and they 
moved into contention with a three-wide 
sweep around the turn. Southern Ridge 
passed Ponzi Scheme and briefly got clear 
by a half length at the eighth pole, but 
Where’s SterUng worked past him for a 
winning margin of one length. 

Where’s SterUng stopped the timer in 
1:48.57 over a fast track and paid $8.20 
as the second betting choice. A son of 
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Bred in Virginia by the iate Ned Evans, Quiet Giant made a statement in the 
Lady’s Secret. Her dayiight win brought no iate urging by Juiien Leparoux.

SAVVY SUPREME RULES 
MONMOUTH 0AKS-G3 

WinStar Farm LLC’s Savvy Supreme 
took a large step toward fulfilling her 
great expectations when she captured the 
$150,000 Monmouth Oaks-G3 on August 
13. A full sister to two-time Whitney 
Handicap-Gl winner Commentator, Savvy 
Supreme sold for $520,000 as a weanling at 
the 2008 Keeneland November sale. The 
Monmouth Oaks, her first two-turn race, 
was her second stakes victory and first 
graded win. 

Ridden by Elvis Trujillo, Savvy Supreme 
sat behind two longshot pacesetters, and 
when Strike the Moon advanced prema- 


mrely to her inside, TrujiUo moved his 
mount outside. At the three-eighths pole 
Savvy Supreme surged to contest the lead 
and came out of the mrn with a short 
advantage. 

Favored Miss Valentine quickly came 
to her hind, but Savvy Supreme would 
never let her get closer while drifting out 
sHghdy in the stretch. She won by one and 
three-quarters lengths, covered a mile and 
a sixteenth on a fast track in 1:43.27 and 
paid $17 to win. Withgreatpleasure fin¬ 
ished third. Canadian Mistress, attempting 
to give Larry Jones and wife Cindy their 
fourth straight Monmouth Oaks, finished 
fifth. 

Bred by Brereton C. Jones and Race¬ 
horse Management LLC and trained by 
Todd Fletcher, Savvy Supreme is by 
Distorted Humor out of the Storm Bird 
mare Outsource. Outsource was born 
extremely crooked and never raced, but she 


was bred at age 2 and first yielded Com¬ 
mentator, becoming one of the youngest 
mares to produce a Grade 1 winner. Three 
subsequent foals offered little on the track 
until Savvy Supreme came along. 

Savvy Supreme began her career in 
late February. Her only finish worse than 
second was in the Grade 1 Acorn Stakes, 
in which she finished last of six. She 
responded with a second-place effort in 
an overnight stakes at Belmont. Her confi¬ 
dence restored, she showed class and heart 
in her Oaks victory. 

SOARING EMPIRE RISES 
IN MAJESTIC LIGHT 

A rematch from the Salvator Mile-G3 
on July 2 took place in the $100,000

Soaring Empire, ever fractious in the 
gate, proved calmer in the Majestic Light. 
He broke somewhat slowly from the inside 
post yet trailed the five others comfortably 
down the backstretch of the mile and a 
sixteenth race. 

With Leparoux guiding him along the 
best part of the track, he went widest of 
four in the lane and bathed with Kensei 
before pulling away in the end by three- 
quarters of a length. Soaring Empire cov¬ 
ered the distance in 1:41.68 and paid $4 as 
the betting choice. Cacms Charlie finished 
third, a neck in front of Salvator also-ran 
Motovato. 

^^He's really matured this year,” trainer 
Cam Gambolati said of Soaring Empire. 
“He's had his share of gate problems. 
Today he walked right in the gate.” 

Rick Pitino's 01 Memorial Stable and 
C.E. Glasscock own Soaring Empire, a 
4-year-old son of Empire Maker from the 
A.P Indy mare Flying Passage.

BREATHLESS STORM A 
GATHERING FORCE 

The regally bred Breathless Storm could 
turn into a force as he moves up the 3-year- 
old turf ranks. In his American stakes 
debut, the chestnut son of Storm Cat 
rolled to an easy victory in the $100,000 
Jersey Derby on Haskell Day. Formerly 
based in England, he has two wins and a 
second in three starts at Monmouth. 

Paco Lopez was eager to move aboard 
Breathless Storm, and they passed pace¬ 
setter Moonhanger around the final 
turn. From there it was clear sailing, and 
Breathless Storm cruised home a near¬ 
ly two-length winner as Beachcombing

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EVE GISELLE MAKES 
THE GRADE AT 
DEUWARE PARK

Eve Giselle has fled all of her pursuers at Delaware Park. In three starts there, she’s won a maiden 
claimer, the Sweet and Sassy Stakes and, here with Javier Santiago, the $150,000 Endine Stakes-G3. 


E ve Giselle entered new territory on 
August 20 by stepping into her first 
graded stakes race, but at least she had 
something familiar beneath her feet. 

The 4-year-old filly proved best under 
demanding circumstances, surviving a pro¬ 
tracted three-way speed duel and the late 
persistence of longshot Sassy City to win 
the $150,000 Endine Stakes-G3. In 1:08.84 
for six furlongs. Eve Giselle remained 
unbeaten at Delaware Park; she’s 3-for 3. 

It wasn’t easy. The 6-5 favorite among 
eight fillies and mares. Eve Giselle broke 
from post 8 and engaged Cosmo Girl 
and Ha Ha Tonka three wide. They went 
at it around the turn and into the stretch, 
where Eve GiseUe took over. By then 
the forwardly placed Sassy City (20-1) 


was encroaching on the front-runner, now 
closer to the rail. 

A Suffolk Downs shipper. Sassy City 
got within a head but no closer. Eve GiseUe 
found more under Javier Santiago and 
held the advantage, winning by a length. 
Five lengths behind the runner-up, Ms 
Vanen 22 a had a neck on Love That Dance 
for the show. 

Eve Giselle earned $90,000 for Bean 
Counter Stables with her second stakes 
victory and sixth win overaU in nine starts. 
The Florida-bred by Five Star Day out of 
the Tale of the Cat mare Captiva Cat hasn’t 
been worse than third in a $282,800 career. 

Trained by Tim Ritchey, Eve GiseUe 
had finished second in her previous start, 
Penn National’s DayUly Stakes, at 1 -5 odds. 


NO ORDINARY JOE: 

ROCCO WINS SIX 

Joe Rocco Jr. rode six winners on July 
27, equaling the track record for most vic¬ 
tories on a program. 

The 29-year-old native of HoUywood, 
Fla., won the third through seventh races 
with Pit Viper ($3.80), Bridgemix ($6.20), 
Cash McCool ($3.80), SettUng for Gold 
($5.80) and Like Candy ($8.40). He didn’t 
ride the eighth, then took the ninth aboard 
Christmas Cove ($23.80). 

Five other jockeys have won six races in 
a day at Delaware Park. Michael McCarthy 
did it in 1997 and again in ’98, Jimmy 
Edwards in 1984, Gregg McCarron and 
George Cusimano in 1968 and Eldon 
Nelson in 1958. 

Rocco’s final winner, Emory A. HamU- 
ton’s Christmas Cove, came home in a 
turf aUowance for trainer Michael Mat 2 . 
HamUton, a prominent owner and breeder, 
is the sister of Dorothy A. Mat 2 , the wife 
of Michael Mat 2 . 

A 3-year-old fUly by More Than Ready, 
Christmas Cove went off at 10-1 despite 
Rocco’s hot streak and made a nifty inside 
middle move around the turn. She pow¬ 
ered into the stretch and wore down pace¬ 
setter Silver Salutations in the final strides, 
winning by a half length in 1:42.25 for one 
mUe and 70 yards. 

A half-sister to graded stakes win¬ 
ner Coal Play, Christmas Cove descends 
from the King Ranch family of Chic 
Shirine, a Grade 1-winning daughter of 
Mr. Prospector and sister to champion 
Queena. Her dam, Wiscasset, by Kris S., is 
a half-sister to multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ners Cappuchino and Serra Lake. 

Christmas Cove took five starts to break 
her maiden, which took place on July 6 at 
Delaware Park. She has earned $59,395. 

BROWN RIGHT AT HOME 
AT DELAWARE PARK 

The Delaware Park trainers standings 
showed one woman-SheUaine Brown- 
among its top 10 conditioners through 
August 22. Brown had 48 starts and 13 
victories, a salty 27 percent win rate and 54 
percent in-the-money rate. 

A native of Harrisburg, Pa., Brown, 
55, has deep roots within the Mid-Atiantic 
racing and breeding industries. She grew 
up on her family’s horse farm in Hershey, 
Pa., and began riding Welsh ponies. She 
rode professionaUy at Penn National Race 
Course during the 1970s and secured her 
trainer’s Ucense in the mid-1980s. 
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Brown married her husband Steve, a 
trainer at Penn National, and concentrated 
for a time on raising young horses at their 
farm in Annville, Pa. The couple prepared 
horses under the Tree of Life consignment 
name and sold a top-priced filly at the 2000 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern fall year- 
hng sale, when Jan, Mace, and Samantha 
Siegel went to $155,000 for Gold Gold 
Gold, a daughter of Gold Fever out of 
Ben2a, by Slew o’ Gold. 

As a breeder. Brown produced stakes 
winner Volley Ball (A. P Jet—^Verbal 
Volley, by Oh Say), who captured the 
$50,000 Storm Cat Stakes at Philadelphia 
Park in 2001. Sold by Brown at the same 
2000 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic yearling sale 
for $115,000 to Ben Perkins, Volley Ball 
was named champion Pennsylvania-bred 
2-year-old male of 2001. 

Brown said her husband had quadruple 
bypass surgery about three and a half 
years ago, at which point she took over the 
training duties. Horses she and Steve had 
bred or bought at Timonium headed to 
Delaware Park.

because it’s a great place to train young 
horses, and I hke the track surface and 
track management,” Brown said. ‘‘Overall,

Brown has 24 horses, including seven 
2-year-olds, on the Delaware backstretch. 
Among her winners this season are Go 
Yankees, a son of Yankee Victor owned 
by Larry Rabold, and Go Phillies, a home¬ 
bred daughter of Polish Miner, who put 
up back-to-back victories on July 20 and 
August 16. The filly was claimed away out 
of the latter race for $5,000 by Juan C.

Steve having rebounded from surgery, 
the Browns stiU maintain their farm in 
Annville but have cut back on the number 
of broodmares they keep and breed. As 
they tend to matters at Delaware Park, their 
farm is managed by son Christian, 23, who 
is studying to be a teacher. 

A REAL HUMDINGER 
FOR MEISTERSINGER 

Team Valor International and Gary 
Barber’s Meistersinger recorded the third 
victory of his seven-race career on August 

2 when he won a mile and 70-yard allow¬ 
ance by an eye-popping 10 lengths over six 
veteran campaigners. 

Under Jose Le 2 cano, the 3-year-old 
dogged pacesetter Just a Coincidence 
through the first six furlongs, with the rest 


of the field nearly six lengths behind in 
midstretch. 

With an impressive burst of speed, 
Meistersinger drew away from Just a 
Coincidence approaching the eighth pole 
and continued to widen, stopping the timer 
in 1:40.31. 

A son of Yes It’s True from Graham 
Motion’s Fair Hill Training Center base, 
Meistersinger was purchased by Team 
Valor and Barber at the 2009 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky July yearling sale for $120,000. 

The colt made his first two starts for 
trainer Todd Pletcher; at Gulfstream Park 
in February, he was transferred to Motion’s 
barn. In his second race for Motion, Meis¬ 
tersinger broke his maiden on April 3 at 
Gulfs tream and followed that by winning 
a Churchill Downs allowance on June 5. 

On July 9, Meistersinger was third in the 
$100,000 Barbaro Stakes at Delaware Park 
before his allowance tally. 

Meistersinger is a full brother to stakes 
winner Southern Truth ($171,073) and 
a half-brother to stakes-placed Star of 
Taurus ($106,606). He is out of the stakes- 
placed Wild Again mare Uncontrollable. 

A DOUBLE FOR JONES 

J. Larry Jones, who returned to train¬ 
ing after more than a year’s hiatus due to 
health concerns, had a profitable afternoon 
at Delaware Park on August 16 when he 
bagged the early double with a pair of 
fillies. 

In the opener, Brereton C. Jones’s 
homebred 2-year-old Beheve You Can, a 
daughter of Proud Citi 2 en, ran off to a 
four and a half-length victory in a six-fur¬ 


long, $40,500 allowance sprint. Believe You 
Can pressed front-runner Good Looking 
Girl from the inside through a half mile, 
whereupon Gabriel Sae 2 angled her out for 
the stretch run. Beheve You Can acceler¬ 
ated and drew off, finishing six furlongs 
in 1:11.59. Dancing Anna was second and 
Doe third in a field of five. 

It was the second win from three starts 
for Beheve You Can, who had broken her 
maiden on July 12 at Delaware after finish¬ 
ing fourth in her debut at Monmouth Park. 

Larry Jones has had good success with 
Proud Citi 2 en filhes: In 2008, he sent 
Brereton Jones’s Proud Spell to victory in 
two heralded Grade Is, the Kentucky Oaks 
and Alabama Stakes. 

Beheve You Can is out of the El Prado 
(Ire) mare El Fas to, and was an RNA for 
$70,000 as a Keeneland September year- 
hng. She has earned $50,550. 

In the second half of the Jones daily 
double. Silky Sandi, a 3-year-old daughter 
of Grand Slam with Jose CarabaUo up, 
won a five-furlong maiden claiming race 
by a head over Speightslegacy. Owned by 
Jones and his wife, Cindy, Silky Sandi was 
the odds-on favorite against seven others. 
She is a Kentucky-bred out of the Pohsh 
Pro mare Pohsh Silk. 

Through racing of August 22, Jones 
was tied for ninth among Delaware Park 
trainers with 13 wins from 58 starters (22 
percent). Among the horses Jones condi¬ 
tions is Grade 1 winner Havre de Grace 
for Fox Hih Farms, the stable of Delaware

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BEN’S CAT A TIGER 
ON THE TURF 
AT PENN NATIONAL

I n races short or long, the versatile Ben’s 
Cat has proven a formidable opponent 
for the Mid-Atlantic region’s finest turf 
horses. On July 30, the 5-year-old son of 
former Maryland stallion Parker’s Storm 
Cat added another stakes victory, the 
$200,000 Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup 
Handicap. It’s the richest race this year at 
Penn National Race Course. 

Sent from Maryland by breeder/owner/ 
trainer King T. Leatherbury, Ben’s Cat was 
favored in the 10-horse Governor’s Cup 
on the strength of five stakes victories. 
Sixth early, he overcame traffic on the turn 
and launched a furious stretch run under 
Jeremy Rose to nail pacesetter Cardashi in 
the shadow of the wire for a neck-length 
triumph. Car Thief was third. 


‘‘He’s such a good, honest horse,” Rose 
said after Ben’s Cat traversed five firm fur¬ 
longs in :56.48 and paid $4.80. “He’s actu¬ 
ally better going longer. Five-eighths is not 
his best trip, but Mr. Leatherbury trained 
him for more speed in this race, and he ran 
good. Turning for home, we got pinched a 
little bit and had to check on the turn, but I 
kept him on the outside and out of trouble. 
He saw the horses ahead of him inside on 
the rail and went after them.” 

Veteran Cardashi, based at Penn 
National with trainer Tim Kreiser, very 
nearly stole the Governor’s Cup at 17-1, 
showing speed from the gate with jockey 
Angel Rodrigue2 and setting swift splits of 
:22.14 and :44.81, only to be passed in the 
final strides. 


“No doubt, Ben’s Cat is a good horse,” 
said Kreiser. “If he doesn’t get through, 
we win. Cardashi’s a warrior. He ran good 
at age 9. Who knows, he might be back in 
this race at age 10.” 

Ben’s Cat, out of the Thirty Eight 
Paces mare Twofox, has won six stakes 
and placed in two others from 16 starts, 
earning $466,230. Last year, his biggest 
victory came in the $100,000 Maryland 
Million Turf Sprint Handicap. The gelding 
suffered a broken pelvis early in his career 
and did not make his first start until age 4, 
then reeled off eight consecutive victories 
beginning with a $20,000 claiming debut 
at Pimlico. 

LIVE IN JOY DELIGHTS 
IN THE CAPITAL CITY 

The Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup 
undercard carried a pair of $100,000 
stakes, the Capital City and East Hanover. 

The Capital City, for 3-year-olds at a 
mile on the mrf, was taken by Kenneth 
and Sarah Ramsey’s favored Live in Joy, 
a homebred son of their stallion Kitten’s 
Joy. Live in Joy loomed just off the pace, 
passed Crimson Knight in midstretch and 
drew off to win by a length and a quarter 
in a fleet 1:34.23 with Jeremy Rose up. 
Kentucky Reign closed to grab the show. 

It was the first stakes score for Live in 
Joy, who began his career in August 2010 
in a maiden claimer at his home track, 
Arlington Park. He’s become a consis¬ 
tent performer for trainer Wayne Catalano, 
winning or placing in several allowance 
races in the Midwest before the Capital 
City triumph. 

Live in Joy is the first stakes winner for 
his unraced dam Live in Freedom, a daugh¬ 
ter of Our Emblem. From 11 starts, he has 
won three and earned $107,795. 

POSEIDON’S WARRIOR 
SEIZES EAST HANOVER 

In the East Hanover Stakes for 3-year- 
olds at six furlongs, Swilcan Stable’s Posei¬ 
don’s Warrior produced a blowout, win¬ 
ning by six and a quarter lengths in 1:09.36. 
Matthewsburg was second, Herp third. 

Shipped from the Parx Racing base of 
trainer Robert E. (Butch) Reid Jr. and rid¬ 
den by Frankie Pennington, the Maryland- 
bred son of Speightstown won under a 
hand ride, according to the Equibase chart. 
The $56,200 prize boosted his bankroll to 
$243,250. 

Bred by Dark Hollow Farm and William 
P. Beatson, Poseidon’s Warrior is out of

Sondra D. Bender’s Alpha Darhn 
recorded her second career victory when 
she took an off-the-mrf mile and a six¬ 
teenth allowance on August 9 with jockey 
Malcolm Franklin. 

Trained by Larry Murray, the 4-year-old 
daughter of Alphabet Soup rallied from 
the back of the five-horse field, found 
room inside and finished one and a half 
lengths ahead of Silhoutte Island. 

Bred in Maryland by Sondra and 
Howard Bender, Alpha Darhn is out of 
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Grade 2 Delaware Handicap winner Green 
DarHn, another of the Benders’ home- 
breds trained by Murray Green DarHn 
earned $228,272 and also produced stakes- 
placed Dancin Rahy, whose earnings 
ecHpsed $225,000. 

From nine Hfetime starts. Alpha DarHn 
has made $52,030. 

LISTEN IN REGISTERS 

Lawrence M. Karp’s Dsten In, the 2009 
champion Pennsylvania-bred 2-year-old 
fHly, found the winner’s circle on August 
20 in an optional claiming event at six 
furlongs. With David Cora aboard, the 
daughter of Wiseman’s Ferry stalked 
Shesadozer’s early pace, stuck her head 
in front in midstretch, and held off the 
onrushing After the Applause to prevail by 
three-quarters of a length in 1:10.56. 

Trained by Joseph E. Kasperski Jr. and 
bred in Pennsylvania by Harry L. Landry, 


Dsten In won the Blue Mountain Stakes 
at Penn National as a juvenile and last year 
was third in the Wonders DeHght Stakes. 
Out of the Artax mare Listening Post, 
4-year-old Listen In has five wins from 13 
starts and earnings of $193,452. Running 
in allowance and stakes company up until 
June of this year. Listen In has been risked 
for a tag in her last three starts - the most 
recent time for $25,000, and has had no 
takers. 

A CAUSE FOR ALARM 

A fire that began in a cardboard box 
near a banquet room on the fourth floor 
of HoUywood Casino at Penn National 
forced the evacuation of the building at 5 
p.m. on August 12, and the nine-race card 
was canceled. 

Several casino patrons and employees 
reportedly were treated for smoke inhala¬ 
tion, but casino officials said none of the 


injuries was serious. An electrical malfunc¬ 
tion was deemed to have caused the blaze. 

“I’m very happy to report that our 
automated alarm and sprinkler systems 
did their job, and we were able to avoid 
anything more than some smoke and 
water damage,” said Frank Quigley, Penn 
National’s vice-president and general man¬ 
ager. “Although the fire was very smaU in 
nature, you can never be cautious enough 
with this kind of situation.”

ANN’S SMART DANCER 
BOOGIE-WOOGIES 
AT PARX RACING

S ilver Lake Stable’s Ann’s Smart 
Dancer again demonstrated that she 
is one of the most talented 3-year-old 
fiHies in the region, cruising to her second 
straight stakes score in the $75,000 Power 
by Far Stakes for Pennsylvania-bred filHes 
and mares on July 30. 

Breaking alertly from the inside post 
with regular rider Frankie Pennington, the 
daughter of Maryland sire Dance With 
Ravens quickly assumed command and 
reeled off spHts of :22.07 and :44.89. 
Challenged by Project Rose around the 
turn, Ann’s Smart Dancer kicked clear and 
arrived at the head of the lane nearly a 
length ahead. 

Down the stretch, Ann’s Smart Dancer 
got a soHtary tap of Pennington’s whip and 
increased her lead, flashing under the wire 


five and a quarter lengths in front of Diva’s 
Gold, who had ralHed past Project Rose 
late for second. Ann’s Smart Dancer, the 
1-2 favorite against four challengers, was 
timed in 1:09.60 for the six furlongs. 

Bred by three generations of the Harris 
family-RusseU B. Harris, Craig Harris, 
and Jeffrey Harris - and trained by Robert 
E. (Butch) Reid Jr., Ann’s Smart Dancer 
has won four of five starts and earned 
$171,480. Prior to the Power by Far, she 
won the restricted Caught in the Rain 
Stakes at Parx and was second in the 
Wonders DeHght at Penn National. 

“She was pretty heavyset when she first 
came into my barn, Hke a Httle butterball,” 
said Reid. “But she’s done everything right. 
She’s very inteUigent, and she’s confident 
in a race. The jockey can do anything with 


her. I reaUy beHeve she hasn’t been tested 
yet, and think she’U stretch out with no 
problem. It’s been a pleasure to train her.” 

RACE TRACK REFRESHED... 

The Parx main track was closed for 
training from August 8 through August 
16, and for Hve racing from August 8 
through August 27. The racing surface was 
taken down to the base and new material 
added, a much-needed procedure given the 
Bensalem track’s demanding year-round 
schedule. 

...AS IS WINK FOR FREE 

As the curtain descended on the final 
card before the track refurbishment, Juan 
Carlos Guerrero padded his formidable 
lead in the trainer standings when he sent 
Gwhiz Stables LLC’s Wink for Free to a 
popular victory in an off-the-turf, $48,000 
aUowance dash. 

Despite bobbHng at the break. Wink 
for Free quickly recovered and assumed 
command while racing off the rail with 
jockey Kendrick Carmouche. She sped a 
quarter mile in :2L84 and a half in :45.05, 
opened up a length advantage in deep 
stretch and, in :57.45 for five furlongs, 
reached the wire nearly two lengths before 
Threetimesawonder. Wink for Free was the 
9-5 favorite in a field of six older females. 

Claimed by Guerrero for $15,000 out 
of a race on October 21, 2008, Wink for 
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“She was pretty heavyset when she came into my barn, like a iittie butterbaii,” trainer Butch Reid said of 
Ann’s Smart Dancer. The filly since has thrown her weight around with back-to-back stakes wins. 


Free was shelved for more than a year 
before reappearing on December 8, 2009, 
when she won a $10,000 claiming race. 

The 5-year-old daughter of Pure Preci¬ 
sion and Golden Seductress (by Distorted 
Humor) has been a consistent competitor 
for her new connections, making 12 starts 
in 2010 and four this year, winning in both 
starter allowance and allowance company, 
and earning more than $210,000 since the 
claim. 

ROSALITA’S WISH MATERIALIZES 

RosaHta’s Wish parlayed a July victory at 
Penn National into a heart-stopping score 
at Parx on August 2 in an allowance route 
on the grass. She battled for the lead nearly 
every step and prevailed by a neck. 

With Kyle Frey aboard, the 4-year-old 
daughter of Fasmess (Ire) managed a firm 
mile and 70 yards in 1:41.72, remrned 
$55.20 and capped a $561.60 exacta with 
10-1 Slewie Jones. 

Rosahta’s Wish, a Pennsylvania-bred 
trained by Don White, is out of the Theatre 
Critic (Ire) mare Lyphard's Theatre. 
Although the race offered a $47,000 purse, 
Rosahta's Wish earned $39,480 through a 
state-bred bonus. With her third career vic¬ 
tory, Rosahta’s Wish has made $98,178 for 
John Benson and Strait Up Stable. Benson 
this year was elected to the board of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association. 

FROM PUCID UKE, 

‘PRINCE’ EMERGES 

Trainer Scott Lake has been having a 
rather quiet year at Parx Racing, winning 29 
races from 215 starters (13 percent) before 
the shutdown, but the former leading 
trainer unleashed a 2-year-old with a bright 
future on August 7. 

Horse Haven Stable’s Half Blood 
Prince, a son of Elusive Quality and 
Stormy Pick (by Storm Creek), had been 
working swiftly at the Bensalem course. 
Mindful bettors made the colt the odds-on 
favorite in a field of seven, and Half Blood 
Prince ran like one. He recovered nicely 
after ducking in at the start, engaged the 
early leaders and pulled away to a three- 
length victory over Out for Honor. Under 
Carlos Crux, Half Blood Prince covered 
five furlongs in :59.07 and earned $27,000. 

Bred by William S. Parish in Kentucky, 
Half Blood Prince was sold for $75,000 at 
the Keeneland’s 2010 September yearhng 
sale, and then sold again this May at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale at Timonium for $20,000. 


The colt’s dam. Stormy Pick, won the 
Grade 1 Spinaway and Grade 3 Sorority 
Stakes at 2, and earned $441,900 overall. 
Half Blood Prince is a half-brother to 
stakes-placed Stormandaprayer. 

A BOUNTIFUL JOURNEY 
FOR JOCKEY MONTANEZ 

As Parx Racing paused for its track- 
maintenance break, Rosario Montanez was 
second in the jockey’s standings behind only 
veteran Kendrick Carmouche. Carmouche 
had 117 victories and Montanez 113, fol¬ 
lowed by Frankie Pennington (97), Stewart 
Elhott (95) and Angel Arroyo (72). 

Before losing his apprentice allowance 
on August 3, Montanez had won more 
races than any other apprentice in the 
country. Through August 14, he had 122 
victories and more than $3.4 miUion in 
purses, ranking him 34th nationally in each 
category. 

Since arriving at Parx last season, 
Montanez has been well sought, totaling 
663 mounts, 168 more than Carmouche 
and 194 more than Pennington, two very 
popular journeymen. 

Montanez is a third-generation jockey. 
His father and grandfather rode in Mexico; 
Rosario, a 20-year-old San Diego native, 
started at the race track as a hotwalker and 
exercise rider. 


His first apprentice victory took place 
at Santa Anita Park last spring. He then 
rode in Northern California, but a paucity 
of mounts sent him East in September. 
Agent Donna Servis, cousin of Kentucky 
Derby-winning trainer John Servis, liked 
Montanez’s riding, began booking his 
mounts and steered him to Parx. 

In the last few months of 2010, with 
Servis by his side, Montanez won 44 races 
and was honored by the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association as 
its top apprentice. He hasn’t slowed in 2011 
and could be a candidate for an apprentice¬ 
riding Echpse Award at season’s end. ^ 
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AARON’S WAY 
EXTENDS SCOPE 
AND HOPE AT 
CHARLES TOWN

aybe Christopher KeUer simply had 
to see it with his own eyes. 

KeUer knew his unbeaten 3-year- 
old colt Aaron’s Way had the pedigree to 
run longer than the four and a half-furlong 
races he so quickly mastered at Charles 
Town. In four starts at that distance (two 
this year), Aaron’s Way had won each by 
two and half lengths or more. So the temp¬ 
tation to keep him sprinting had merit. 

But KeUer couldn’t ignore the blood¬ 
lines. By accompUshed sire Yes It’s True 
(earnings of $1,080,700, 11 wins in 22 
starts) out of the stakes-winning MaUbu 
Moon mare Malibu Sue, Aaron’s Way had 
the right to extend his reach. And jockey 
Matthew McGowan regularly asserted that 
somewhere, somehow, Aaron’s Way had 
another gear to discover. 

In the $50,000 Robert G. Leavitt Stakes 
on August 6, KeUer decided to find out just 
what his precocious colt could do at seven 
furlongs. 

^We weren’t sure—we thought his breed¬ 
ing would get us this far, but breeding and 
actuaUy doing it are two different things,” 
said KeUer, who took over training Aaron’s 
Way this year from Terry Socks. ‘‘We were 
hoping we could catch an easy pace. We fig¬ 
ured the race would probably set up in our 
favor because everybody figured we had the 
most speed and they’d let us go.” 

As if the distance weren’t daunting 
enough, the competition became decid¬ 
edly more imposing when Fred High offi- 
ciaUy joined the field. Also entered in the 
$750,000 West Virginia Derby-G2 that 
day at Mountaineer Park, the Edward R. 
Krishack-owned colt scratched from that 
race to run at Charles Town. 

The 7-5 favorite, Fred High dropped 
Aaron’s Way to second choice at 5-2. The 


deep field also included Jeff Runco-trained 
Golden Set, the 2010 West Virginia Vincent 
MoscarelU Memorial Breeders Classic win¬ 
ner and reigning state-bred 2-year-old 
champion colt. 

From post 3, Aaron’s Way began inaus- 
piciously enough as McGowan lost an iron 
when his mount struck the gate on his way 
out. 

“I reached down and recovered from 
that,” McGowan said, “and he relaxed right 
back into my hand.” 

Keeping Aaron’s Way settled was 
McGowan’s overriding objective, and the 
best way to accompUsh that was to let 
the colt get to the front and stay there. 
McGowan nudged the colt toward the raU, 
and Aaron’s Way locked down from there 
for a pacesetting victory in 1:26.26. 

It wasn’t without tense moments for 
KeUer, though, as he had to watch the colt 
beat back a determined run first by Golden 
Set, then by Fred High in a three-quarter- 
length victory for Patricia M. Sanderson’s 
Longfield Racing. 

“We thought that if he could have the 
lead turning for home, with the way Matt 
said he’s been closing and with the kick that 
Matt thought he had, I thought we’d be 
okay,” KeUer said. “And then when Jeff’s 
horse came running to us, which is a real 
nice horse. Golden Set, I got nervous there 
for a Uttle bit inside the eighth pole.” 

Golden Set couldn’t sustain, but soon 
Fred High was bearing down. Crowded at 
the start and wide into the lane, the favorite 
closed stoutly but couldn’t reach Aaron’s 
Way. Fred High had three lengths on third- 
place Golden Set. 

KeUer, who added four Charles Town 
staUs this year to train for Patricia and Wade 
Sanderson, is convinced that Aaron’s Way 


can stay the nine furlongs for the upcoming 
West Virginia Breeders Classics, a notion 
McGowan endorsed. 

“Even coming into that lane, I just 
thought [Fred High] was going to blow by 
me,” McGowan said. “Aaron’s got a big 
heart, and he just kept digging and did just 
enough to stay in front of him.” 

A five-time winner, three in stakes, 
Aaron’s Way has earned $123,900. 

DOWN TOWN ALLEN 
ALL BUSINESS 

A week later, in the $50,000 Sadie 
Hawkins Stakes, breeder/owner/trainer 
John A. Casey too made a rich discovery. 

Casey’s 4-year-old fiUy, Down Town 
Allen, also faced a stout chaUenger in 
Aspenglow, who entered the Hawkins with 
12 victories in 14 starts at Charles Town. 
Four times a stakes winner and second 
in the Grade 2 Barbara Fritchie Handi¬ 
cap in February (her most recent start), 
Aspenglow set off in the seven-horse, 
seven-furlong Hawkins at 1-5. 

She reached the wire nearly nine lengths 
behind the victorious Down Town AUen 
(5.70-1). 

Showing customary speed, Down 
Town AUen made the lead under Matthew 
McGowan, withstood a backstretch chal¬ 
lenge by Beware of the Bop and pro¬ 
ceeded to a five-length victory over Natures 
Annuity (23-1) in 1:25.93. Beware of the 
Bop, a half length behind the runner- 
up, denied Dixie Heat third by a neck. 
Aspenglow was fifth in a rare off-the-board 
finish. 

“When I saw [Aspenglow] not able to 
catch us in the [third] mrn,” Casey said, “I 
thought we had a real good chance.” 

“She pinned those ears back, and I had 
plenty of horse for the end,” McGowan 
said of Down Town AUen, who earned her 
second victory of 2011 and 10th at Charles 
Town. With her ninth stakes win, Down 
Town AUen is ll-for-19 with $447,887 in 
purses. 

The daughter of Taylor Mountain Farm 
sire Windsor Castle and Like Down Town 
(by Roy) didn’t always Uke racing, according 
to Casey. 

“I wasn’t high on her,” he said of the fil¬ 
ly’s yearUng days. “InitiaUy, she didn’t seem 
interested in racing. Something cUcked for 
her as a 2-year-old.” 

Casey’s epiphany came in 2009. Down 
Town AUen finished first or second in her 
first five starts (three in stakes company) 
and turned in a dominating effort in the 
four and a half-furlong West Virginia Triple 
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A Sure 'Fling' 

Deputy Fling Captures Two Stakes In A Row 


In the blink of an eye, DEPUTY FLING has gone from lightly raced 3-year-old to two-time stakes 
winner! The son of DEPUTY STORM stormed home to take Monmouth Park's Gilded Time S. on 
Sept. 4, mowing down seven others in the 5 1/2 furlongs on the turf to win in 1:02.53.

The six-horse field void of a front¬ 
running protagonist, jockey Scott Spieth 
volunteered Fumre Prospect for the role, 
and the 7-year-old son of Freud played 
to critical and financial acclaim. Fumre 
Prospect set a pokey pace of :25.21 for 
the quarter mile, :49.38 for the half and 
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sixteenth in 1:45.40. A $200,000 Keeneland 
September yearling, the Kenmcky-bred 
son of Tiznow and juvenile stakes winner 
Western Woman (by West by West) has 
won six of 14 starts and $283,128, He's 
finished fourth or better in aU 11 starts fol¬ 
lowing his 2-year-old season. 

IMMORTAL EYES 
NEARLY BLINKS 

After setting two track records in three 
months this year. Immortal Eyes managed 
another feat in the $85,000 West Virginia 
Chairman's Cup Handicap. He barely out¬ 
ran his shadow. 

Carrying a race-high 125 pounds and 
weighty hopes as the 3-5 favorite. Immortal 
Eyes spent four and a half furlongs trying 
to shunt the pesky advances of 48-1 
HeHopsis. He never did, but he won the 
head bob in:51.29. 

Immortal Eyes, ridden by Travis 
Dunkelberger, had won four stakes and 
acclaim as one of the East's top short-dis¬ 
tance sprinters; HeHopsis, under Luis 
Quinones hadn't won in seven starts since 
May 2010. But the longshot made much of 
an eight-pound break, dogging the favorite 
zealously as the front-runners turned the 
race into a private affair. Third-place 
Golden Country finished nearly three 
lengths behind them. 

A bay nose ahead of HeHopsis at the 
wire. Immortal Eyes won his third straight 
start for Robert Abbo Racing Stable LLC 
and trainer Damon Dilodovico. The 
Florida-bred son of Greatness and the 
Private Terms mare Private Eyes is 5-for-7 
this year and 9-for-26 all told, earning 
$395,422, 

TEND IN CHARGE 

Tend, a half-brother to 2010 EcHpse 
Award-winning older horse Blame, outran 
pacesetter Jack On the Rocks early and 
held off 6-5 favorite Native Ruler late to 
win the $85,000 Senator Robert C. Byrd 
Memorial Handicap. 

Fabulous Strike, 5-2 second choice 
among 11 older males, lost jockey CorneHo 
Velasquez at the start. 

Tend won his second straight stakes, 
and third overaU, with a six-furlong scam¬ 
per in 1:10,33 under Deshawn Parker. He 
allowed Native Ruler, the rallying 125- 
pound highweight, no late inroads in a one 
and a half-length victory. Jack On the 
Rocks held third. 

The Seeking the Gold mare Liable, a 
$235,071 earner, dropped Tend (by Dyna- 
former) in 2005, a year before Blame (by 


Arch). Tend has finished third or better in 
20 of 28 starts, winning nine and $412,471. 

Tend hadn't raced in more than six 
months for BiUy, Donna and Justin Hays, 
but Joe Woodard trained him stoutly for 
the Byrd, finishing with a six-furlong move 
in 1:11.58 at River Downs. 

KISS MINE SWEET 
ON MOUNTAINEER 

Nothing enHvens Kentucky-based Kiss 
Mine Hke a trip to Chester, WVa. 

The 5-year-old mare went nearly a mile 
tracking pacesetting longshot Oriental 
Bella, made the lead late and finished a one 
and a half-length victory over Revelstoke in 
the $85,000 West Virginia Senate President's 
Cup Handicap. 

Off at even money and spotting five 
chaUengers four to six pounds, Carl Pol¬ 
lard's Kiss Mine lengthened her unbeaten 
streak to four on Mountaineer grass and 
defended her tide in the Senate President's 
Cup. 

Trained by David Vance, Kiss Mine 
negotiated one mile and 70 yards of firm 
turf in 1:39.71, with Rafael Bejarano up. 

By Mineshaft out of graded stakes win¬ 
ner Kiss the Devil (by Kris S.), Kiss Mine 
has earned $461,792 in 33 starts, 10 victori¬ 
ous. 

D’WILD RIDE IS 
BACK IN STRIDE 

D'wild Ride's race-winning prowess had 
been thwarted this year, a truth she 
expunged in the $85,000 West Virginia 
Secretary of State Handicap. 

The durable mare, a proven come- 
from-behind sprinter, proved she stiU has 
it. Favored at 5-2, D'wild Ride reversed a 
seven-length deficit over the last quarter 
mile in a length and a quarter victory. 
RattHn Gyspy nosed Hot Hot Mama for 
the place. 

The six-furlong score, piloted by Rafael 
Bejarano in 1:10.24, was the first this year 
in seven starts for D'wild Ride. But she had 
produced two seconds, a third and a fourth, 
all in stakes, for SiHy Goose Racing Stable. 
The Canadian-bred, by D'wildcat out of 
the Peace for Peace mare Summer Storm, 
surpassed $600,000 in purses with her 12th 
victory in 38 tries. 

BACKDOOR KENNY 
STAYS IN FRONT 

How was the winless Next Right Thing 
4-5 in the $85,000 Mountaineer Juvenile 
Stakes? In his only start, he was nosed out 
of victory by She Digs Me, who won the 


Tyro Stakes at Monmouth Park three 
weeks later. 

Next Right Thing indeed showed his 
talent—without threatening to win. He 
stumbled at the break, arced four wide out 
of the turn and had energy in the stretch, 
but by then Backdoor Kenny was gone. 
Fourth choice of seven at 6-1, Backdoor 
Kenny sped to the front under Joe Talamo 
and held firm in a five and a quarter-length 
victory. Next Right Thing took the place by 
a half length over Pryce's Posse. 

By Half Ours out of Internal Affair, 
Kentucky-bred Backdoor Kenny swal¬ 
lowed six furlongs in a brisk 1:10.92. After 
winning his debut at ArHngton Park, he 
finished third in the Prairie Gold Juvenile 
Stakes at Prairie Meadows for owner 
Doubledown Stables Inc. and trainer James 
DiVito. 

CULOHE CUTS IT SHORT 

Backdoor Kenny ran a fuU second fast¬ 
er than Culotte in the $85,000 Mountaineer 
Juvenile FiUies Stakes, but owner Gold 
Mark Farm LLC wasn't grousing. From 
fourth, the bay Culotte ralHed past front¬ 
running Plus One inside the eighth pole 
and weathered a late surge by 4-5 favorite 
Flashy Lassie to win by a length and a quar¬ 
ter. 

Sixth in Churchill Downs's Grade 3 
Debutante Stakes in her previous start, 
Culotte deHvered jockey James Graham in 
1:11.94, paying $9.40. Trained by Tom 
Amoss and sired by Sky Mesa, Culotte is 
the first foal from the Mt. Livermore mare 
Normandy's NeU. 

MYSTIC FOR REAL 

Fourth in three graded stakes appear¬ 
ances, Mystic found less resistance in the 
ungraded West Virginia House of Dele¬ 
gates Speaker's Cup Handicap. At one mile 
and 70 yards, the grassy, $85,000 stakes was 
only sHghtly longer than its title. 

Strike Impact, the even-money favorite 
following a third-place run in the Grade 2 
Firecracker Handicap at ChurchiU Downs, 
pushed to the lead a furlong out but 
couldn't deny the onrushing Mystic, who 
provided jockey James Graham's second 
victory of the day. Mystic got up by a neck 
in 1:38.90. 

Mystic, fourth in the Firecracker, pro¬ 
duced his first stakes victory for Sequoia 
Racing and trainer BiU Mott. A 4-year-old 
half-brother to stakes-placed Magical 
Affair and Cabbage Key, Kentucky-bred 
Mystic is by Unbridled's Song out of the 
Gone West mare MayviUe's Magic. ^

CARL HANFORD: HALL OF FAMER TRAINED KELSO 


C arl Hanford, trainer of five¬ 
time Horse of the Year 
Kelso and a member of the 
National Racing Hall of Fame, 
died at his Delaware home on 
August 14. He was 95. 

Mr. Hanford had had eventful 
exposures to racing weU before his 
glorious time with Kelso begin¬ 
ning in 1960. His brother Buddy, 
the oldest of 11 Hanford children 
from Fairbury, Neb., was con¬ 
tract rider for esteemed horse¬ 
man Preston Burch in 1933 when 
he died following a training spill. 
Three years later, another broth¬ 
er, Ira (Babe) Hanford, rode in 
his first Kentucky Derby as an 
apprentice and won it astride Bold 
Venmre for trainer Max Hirsch. 



By the time a foot injury 
brought retirement at age 9, Kelso 
was widely heralded as the pre¬ 
eminent Thoroughbred gelding 
of the 20th century. He won 39 
of 63 starts, including 31 stakes, 
finished third or better 53 times 
and earned $1,977,896, a purse 
record that endured 14 years 
before Affirmed echpsed it in 
1980. 

After retiring from the flat, 
Kelso became a hunter and show- 
jumper. Inducted into the Racing 
Hall of Fame in 1967, Kelso died 
in 1983. 

Of his HaU of Fame induction 
as a trainer in 2006, Mr. Hanford 
said, “Fm here because of one 
horse and one horse only.” 

Mr. Hanford also was elect¬ 
ed to the Nebraska Racing HaU 
of Fame in 1968 and Delaware 
Sports Museum and Hall of Fame in 1999. 

After his training career, Mr. Hanford 
worked as a steward at such tracks as 
Atlantic City, Garden State, Ak-Sar-Ben, 
Keystone (now Parx Racing), Shenandoah 
Downs and Delaware Park before retiring 
in 1988. 

‘Tn every facet of his hfe and career, 
I remember him most for his thoughtful¬ 
ness and fairness,” said John Mooney, 
Delaware Park's executive director of rac¬ 
ing. ‘‘He was an exceptional man with an 
exceptional famUy.” 

Mr. Hanford's wife, MilUe, worked 
nearly 30 years as the Delaware Park pad¬ 
dock-gate attendant before her death in 
2005. 

Mr. Hanford spent his retirement 
years helping his daughter, trainer Gail 
Hanford, at her Delaware Park stable. 

On Monday, August 15, in the first 
race at Delaware Park following news 
of Mr. Hanford's death, the filly M's 
Angel won a maiden race for trainer Gail 
Hanford. M's Angel was named for Millie 
Hanford. 


By then, Carl Hanford was mak¬ 
ing saddle news too. In 1935, Mr. 
Hanford rode the winner of the 
first race held at Suffolk Downs 
in East Boston, Mass., then turned 
to training several years thereafter. 

His fledghng career interrupted 
by a five-year tour with the Army 
Remount Corps during World War II, 
Mr. Hanford resumed training horses. In 
the 1950s, he developed Mrs. Marion W. 
O'Connor's fiUy La Corredora, a multiple 
stakes winner who totaled 15 victories and 
a formidable $178,067 in earnings. When 
Allaire duPont asked Mr. Hanford to train 
exclusively for her Bohemia Stable, he 
accepted. 

Justification came quickly. At Delaware 
Park in 1960, Mr. Hanford began working 
with one of duPont's homebreds, 3-year- 
old Kelso. Mr. Hanford once said that the 
gelding was so thin “you could hang your 
hat on his hip bone.” 

A languid dark bay, Kelso had the 
buUd of a fiUy and, in a sense, the name 
of one. DuPont had a friend, Kelso 
Everett, whose skUls as a hostess she 
admired; duPont bred Maid of FUght to 
Your Host, hoping for a fiUy. When Maid 
of Fhght dropped a male, duPont named 
him Kelso anyway. 

His prickly disposition, knack for toss¬ 
ing exercise riders and biting passersby 
had prompted his gelding. But there was 


sweemess in his stride, measured at a 
daunting 24 feet 11 inches despite thin 
hoof walls that discouraged shodding, 
and in his edible preferences. 

Once a winner and twice second in 
three starts as a 2-year-old for trainer 
John Lee, Kelso evinced new vigor in 
Mr. Hanford's hands. Making his 3-year- 
old debut after the Triple Crown, Kelso 
proceeded to win eight of nine starts and 
the first of an unprecedented five straight 
Horse of the Year titles. 

He finished that season with a victory 
in the Jockey Club Gold Cup, his first of 
five consecutive triumphs in the venerated 
race, a feat unmatched in racing annals. 
In his final Jockey Gold Cup conquest, 
Halloween Day 1964, Kelso covered the 
two miles at Aqueduct in 3:19.20, still a 
North American record for the anachro¬ 
nistic distance. All told, he set or equaled 
at least seven track records. 

At 4, Kelso won the so-called handicap 
Triple Crown by taking the Metropolitan 
under 130 pounds, the Suburban under 
133 and the Brooklyn under 136. Kelso's 
ability to bear crushing weights only added 


to his aura: By the mid-1960s, kids 
nationwide were forming Kelso 
fan clubs and sending letters of 
affection to their Thoroughbred 
hero. 
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In Memoriam 


EARL BEGLEY JR. 

Earl Begley Jr., a second-generation 
horseman who trained Thoroughbreds in 
Maryland from 1983, died on August 11. 
He was 55. 

Based primarily at Pimlico Race Course, 
Mr. Begley delivered a master stroke in 
2000 by winning the Punch Line Stakes 
at Colonial Downs with 8-year-old Band 
Performance. It was the only stakes victory 
for the durable gelding, a Virginia-bred 
who made 130 starts (winning 28 races and 
$354,330) for various stables. 

In 2003, Love Sam dashed six furlongs 
in 1:10.19 to win Pimlico’s Star de Naskra 
Stakes by more than seven lengths for 
Mr. Begley. A Maryland-bred who had 
fractured a tibia the year before. Love Sam 
proceeded to gather $150,000 in purses. 

With wife Melissa, Mr. Begley also 
trained Unbridled Behavior, who won the 
2007 Chesapeake Stakes at Colonial Downs 
and finished third in three other stakes. The 
Kenmcky-bred son of Unbridled’s Song 
won 11 of 33 starts and nearly $200,000. 

According to Equibase, horses trained 
by Mr. Begley totaled 485 victories and 
earned just over $5 million. In his best 
season, 2001, Mr. Begley dispatched 40 
winners. 

A resident of Baltimore, Mr. Begley 
learned the trade from his father, the 
late Earl Begley Sr. Assistant to legendary 
trainer Bernie Bond for more than three 
decades, Earl Begley Sr. joined his son’s 
stable for about a decade following Bond’s 
death in 1993. Earl Begley Sr. died in April 
2009. 


A CO- trustee of Glenwood Park race 
course in Middleburg, Va., Mr. Brittle was 
involved with Thoroughbreds most of his 
life. In 2003, just shy of 80, he won the 
HBPA Almost Heaven Stakes at Charles 
Town with French Republic, a speedy 
chesmut mare he owned and trained. Third 
in another Charles Town stakes, French 
Repubhc earned $129,646 in a 5-for-38 
career. 

Beyond operating a modest stable, Mr. 
Brittle had a storied place in presidential 
equestrian lore. In her book The Middleburg 
Mystique: A Peek Inside the Gates of Middle¬ 
burg, Virginia, author Vicky Moon wrote 
that, in the early 1960s, Mr. Brittle availed 
his chestnut and white-spotted pony. 
Macaroni, to Caroline Kennedy, daugh¬ 
ter of the President and First Lady. The 
Kennedys (including the President) and 
the Btittles would mingle at horse shows. 
Moon wrote. 

Once, according to Moon, Mr. Brittle 
said he received a call from the First Lady, 
seeking a way to remedy an uncommon 
development: Carohne had applied bright 
red nail polish to Macaroni’s hooves. 

Born in Alexandria, Va., Mr. Brittle 
avidly pursued equine interests and steered 
his children accordingly. One of his sons. 
Clay T. (Skip) Brittle III, was a steeplechase 
jockey who rode Lucky Boy III to victory 
in the 1973 Colonial Cup in Camden, S.C. 
Like his father. Skip Brittle later became a 
Thoroughbred trainer. 

Barney Brittle served some 60 years in 
the Volunteer Fire and Rescue Company 
of The Plains, from which he received the 
Distinguished Special Service Award. 



he worked at Heritage Farm in Kennett 
Square, Pa., for HaU of Fame trainer W 
Burhng Cocks. His was quite a class, Mr. 
Cushman learning the finer points of tid¬ 
ing and conditioning with fellow upstarts 
Paddy and Mikey Smithwick and Mike 
Freeman. 

In the 1980s, Mr. Cushman became a 
bloodstock agent who speciah 2 ed in 
importing horses from South America 
both for steeplechase and flat racing ch- 
ents. 

Mr. Cushman actively supported the 
Kershaw County (S.C.) Hospital Founda¬ 
tion and the Camden equestrian commu¬ 
nity. 


BARNEY BRITTLE 

Clay T. (Barney) Brittle Jr., 87, a long¬ 
time horseman and firefighter, died on July 
17 at his home in The Plains, Va. 



CHARLIE CUSHMAN 

Charles VB. (Charlie) Cushman Jr., a 
veteran trainer and bloodstock agent and 
co-founder of Kirkwood Stables, died on 
August 1 at his summer home in Chadds 
Ford, Pa. He was 85. 

A resident of Camden, S.C., Mr. Cush¬ 
man trained 1961 steeplechase champion 
Peal, winner of the Temple Gwathmey, 
and rode steeplechase races as an amateur. 
Mr. Cushman’s son, John Cushman, was 
National Steeplechase Association riding 
champion from 1980 to 1983. 

Mr. Cushman, who trained flat horses 
as well for many decades, estabhshed 
Kirkwood Stables in Camden with Kip 
Elser in the late 1970s and remained active 
in its operations for about a decade. 

Born in Boston, Mass., and raised in 
Upperville, Va., Mr. Cushman was edu¬ 
cated at Phillips Exeter Academy and the 
University of Virginia. In the early 1950s,

Kathleen H. (Kathy) Riggs, 60, an 
award-winning worker at Maryland tracks, 
died on August 5. 

An assistant to trainer Talbot (Tolly) 
Albert III, Ms. Riggs often ran his Pimlico 
Race Course stable as Albert tended to his 
principal vocation as a stockbroker. In 
2003, the Maryland Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association named Ms. Riggs Pim¬ 
lico’s Outstanding Backstretch Performer. 

After Pimlico closed its backstretch in 
2008 and Albert relocated to a farm, Ms. 
Riggs took a position within the Maryland 
Racing Commission test barn.

ECCLESIASTIC LEADS 
LOCAL FRESHMAN SIRES 


P ennsylvania stallion Ecclesiastic got 
his first winner on August 6 when his 
daughter Maples Way dominated in 
maiden special weight company at Penn 
National. Three days later came winner 
number two as the colt Deacon Furr won 
by dayhght at Delaware Park. Fast forward 
five days and first-time starter Call Me 
Kelly finishes second in the $50,000 
Cavonnier Juvenile Stakes at Santa Rosa in 
California. In eight days, Ecclesiastic shot 
to the top of the freshman sires leader- 
board in the Mid-Atlantic region (through 
early September). 

A son of Pulpit who launched his stud 
career at Regal Heir Farm in Grantville, 
Pa., 10-year-old Ecclesiastic stood the 
2011 season for $3,500 at Glenn Brok’s 
Diamond B Farm in MohrsviUe. He has 
had seven starters from 38 current 2-year- 
olds to date. 

Maples Way, owned by RGR Stables 
and trained by Todd Beattie, went off as 
favorite in her debut and was always prom¬ 
inent. Pushed through the early stages of 
the five and a half furlongs while vying for 


the lead, she opened up by a length as they 
hit the stretch and romped home by four 
and three-quarters lengths over a sloppy 
track. Bred by Lynda Martin in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Maples Way is out of the Exploit 
mare Maple. 

Deacon Furr, bred by Linda Sours out 
of J B's Money, by Citidancer, and a half- 
brother to stakes-placed So Rich, captured 
the mile and 70-yard test by three and a 
half lengths over the slop. The Jo Ann 
Smith colorbearer is trained by Hamilton 
Smith, who signed the ticket to purchase 
the colt for $2,500 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

Jeff Bonde trains Call Me Kelly for the 
Ferro Family Trust, Anthony Bihch and 
Steve and Jason Chne. Bred in Pennsylvania 
by Thomas and Mary Lou Teal, Call Me 
Kelly was sold as a yearling at Keeneland 
September for $13,500, and resold at the 
2011 Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
April sale for $60,000 to Jeff Bonde and 
Mersad Metanovic. A half-brother to 
stakes winner Mum’s Gold, he is out of 
Mumtaj, a daughter of Tralos. 


Ecclesiastic entered stud after compet¬ 
ing five seasons and winning or placing 
in 16 of his 37 starts. He won Belmont’s 
Grade 3 Jaipur twice, the first time at age 4 
when he completed seven furlongs on the 
mrf in a stellar 1:20.71, less than a second 
off the course record. His second Jaipur 
win came two years later, when he flew a 
grassy six furlongs in 1:07.64, three-fifths 
off the course record. In an allowance at 
Gulfstream Park at 5, he 2 ipped one mile 
on the turf in 1:33.70. 

His four stakes placings included thirds 
in the Grade 3 Northern Dancer Stakes 
at Churchill Downs over a sloppy track, 
and the Grade 3 Fort Marcy Handicap at 
Aqueduct. He earned $346,472. 

Out of Rubiano’s multiple stakes-win- 
ning and Grade 1-placed daughter Starry 
Dreamer, Ecclesiastic is a half-brother to 
War Front, the second-ranked second-crop 
sire in the U.S. A graded stakes-winning 
sprinter of $424,205, War Front is the 
sire of nine stakes winners in his first two 
crops, including Grade 1 winners The 
Factor and Summer Soiree. 

Starry Dreamer is also the dam of 
Teammate (by A.P Indy, the sire of Pulpit), 
an earner of $618,276 who won the Bonnie 
Miss Stakes-G2 and Shuvee Handicap-G2 
and placed in three Grade 1 races, as well as 
stakes winner and multiple graded stakes- 
placed Riviera Cocktad. 


TWO WINNERS MOVE 
FOOTNOTES UP THE PAGE 


J ohn McKee and Cyndy O’Bannon’s 
Storm Cat stallion Foomotes sired two 
winners in four days at Charles Town 
to propel the West Virginia sire up the 
Mid-Atlantic freshman sires lists in early 
September. With just four foals in his initial 
crop of 2-year-olds, Foomotes ranks as the 
leading West Virginia first-year sire. 

On August 31, O’Bannon’s homebred 
chesmut fiUy Dixieland Secret, her sire’s 
first runner, burst from the gate against 
nine rivals and led every step of the four 
and a half-furlong maiden special weight to 
win by a length and a half. The O’Bannon 
trainee, ridden by Jesus Sanche 2 , was total¬ 
ly ignored at the windows as she went off 
as the longest shot on the board at 57-1 
and paid $117.20 to win. 


Out of the Dixieland Band mare 
Dhuhook, Dixieland Secret is a half-sister 
to stakes-placed Dixie Dina. 

The McKee-bred, owned and trained 
Just to Trick You was sent out on Septem¬ 
ber 4, also at four and a half furlongs 
in maiden special weight company, and 
defeated eight other first-time starters to 
win by a length and a quarter, at odds of 
20-1. The chesmut fiUy, a half-sister to 
stakes-placed juverdle Showmethetrick, is 
out of Just to Show You (by Formal Gold). 

Foomotes joined the roster at McKee 
and O’Bannon’s Beau Ridge Farm in 
Kearneysville, WVa., in 2008. Although 
unraced, the chesmut boasts a flashy pedi¬ 
gree. By a sire of sires, the 7-year-old is out 
of Grade 1 winner Key Phrase (by Flying 


Paster), thus a full brother to stakes win¬ 
ner Yankee Gentleman and to the dams 
of graded stakes winners Half Ours and 
Khancord Kid. 

Yankee Gentleman is currently the lead¬ 
ing sire in Louisiana and has 37 stakes 
horses in his first four crops to race. His 
runners include Grade 1 winner E Z’s 
Gentleman. 

Half Ours, a son of Unbridled’s Song, 
ranks seventh in the nation among current 
freshman sires (through early September). 
The sire of nine winners from 78 foals in 
his first crop, he is represented by stakes 
winner Backdoor Kenny. 

Key Phrase is also the dam of Grade 3- 
placed runner Key Deputy. 

Foomotes’s second dam. Sown, is a 
half-sister to Pirate’s Bounty, for many 
years one of Cahfornia’s most success¬ 
ful sires. Sown is also the granddam of 
2011 Iowa Oaks-G3 winner Little Miss 
Holly. The family descends from Enghsh 
champion juvenile filly, *Rich and Rare 
II (Foomotes’s fourth dam) and includes 
Canadian champion fiUy Gandtia.

B reeders' Cup Turf-Gl winner and 
successful sire Pri 2 ed has been pen- 
tioned from stud duty and moved 
to Old Friends retirement facility in 
Georgetown, Ky. The 25-year-old stal- 
hon had stood the past six seasons at the 
Funkhouser family's O'Sullivan Farms in 
Charles Town, WVa. 

While in good health, the son of Kris 
S, wasn't stopping his mares this past 
spring, said Randy Funkhouser. ‘‘He was 
very popular and always a good breed¬ 
er. But when the mares didn't catch this 
year, it proved it was time to retire him." 
Prized left for Old Friends in early August; 
O'Sullivan Farm had connections with the 
facility, having retired Black Tie Affair (Ire) 
to Old Friends in 2009. In his final season 
at smd in 2010, Prized covered 23 mares, 
and “a high percentage were in foal," said 
Funkhouser. 

Winner of the 1989 Breeders' Cup Turf 
at age 3 in his first start on the grass. Prized 
added another Grade 1 win on the turf the 
next season when annexing the San Luis 
Rey Stakes at Santa Anita. Other victories 
included the Molson Export Million Stakes 
at Woodbine (which was a Canadian Grade 
1 race), the Swaps Stakes-G2 at Hollywood 
Park (with an upset over Sunday Silence), 
and Santa Anita's Arcadia Handicap-G3 
on the mrf From 17 lifetime starts, he 
won nine times (six in stakes), with two 
seconds and three thirds, for earnings of 
$2,262,555. 

Prized has sired 38 stakes winners to 
date, three champions, including German 
highweight Premio Loco and New Zealand 
champion mare Prized Gem. But his best 
known U.S. runner is Brass Hat, an earner 
of $2,173,561 who set a track record at 
Gulfs tream Park in 2006 when winning 
the Grade 1 Donn Handicap at a mile and 
an eighth in 1:47.79. Brass Hat accounted 
for nine stakes wins and was 10 times 
stakes-placed—14 of those 19 stakes were 
in graded company. 

The sire of 787 foals of racing age. 
Prized has hfetime progeny earnings in 
excess of $29 million. He retired to smd 
in Kenmcky in 1992 and shuttled to New 
Zealand for six years, starting in 1996. 

In his first three years standing at 
O'Sullivan Farms, Prized sired a total of 


nearly 90 foals of racing age through his 
current crop of 2-year-olds. His West 
Virginia-conceived runners include three¬ 
time stakes winner Black Belt. Bred by 
O'Sullivan Farms LLC, the now-4-year-old 
Black Belt has earned $233,422 and counts 
among his stakes placings a third against 
older runners in last year's $500,000 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes. 

As a broodmare sire. Prized is repre¬ 
sented by 30 stakes winners, including 
Grade 1 winner Paddy O'Prado. 

Out of the My Dad George mare 
My Turbulent Miss, Prized is one of 
seven stakes horses for his dam. He is 
a full brother to Machikane Allegro, a 
group winner and earner of $1,487,872 
in Japan, stakes winner Knife Edge and 
graded stakes-placed Turbulent Kris, and 



a half-brother to graded stakes winner 
Exploit, and additional stakes winners My 
Turbulent Beau and Turbulent Dancer. A 
half-sister, Squaking, is the dam of Grade 
2 winner Orville N Wilbur's.

ASK THE MOON SHINES 
IN GRADE 1 RUFFIAN 

I n her second start for owner Farnsworth Stables and trainer 
Marty Wolfson, who claimed her for $75,000 at Belmont Park 
on June 15, Ask the Moon recorded her first graded stakes 
win at the highest level, taking the $250,000 Ruffian Invitational 
Handicap-Gl by five and three-quarters lengths on July 31 at 
Saratoga. The Ruffian also rewarded the 6-year-old Maryland-bred 
with an automatic berth in the Breeders' Cup Ladies Classic-Gl as 
a ‘Win and You're In" race for the filly and mare division. 

Ridden by Javier Castellano, who swept three graded stakes in 
just over 24 hours at Saratoga (he also rode the winners of the 
Grade 1 Diana Handicap and Grade 2 Jim Dandy), Ask the Moon 
went off as the longest price in the seven-horse field at 18-1. Sent 
to the lead from the start, the daughter of Malibu Moon posted 
fractions of :23.61 and :46.92, mrned back a bid from Absinthe 
Minded approaching the far turn of the mile and an eighth test, 
and spurted clear at the top of the stretch after three-quarters in 
1:10.83. Even though she bobbed and weaved through the lane, 
she remained well clear of the others to record the daylight win 
over Super Espresso while stopping the clock in 1:50.46. 

Ask the Moon recorded her ninth win from 31 Hfetime starts 
and boosted her earnings to $533,640. She was the Maryland-bred 
champion 2-year-old filly of 2007, the year she won the Maryland 
Juverdle FiUy Championship Stakes for her previous owner, 
Millicent Johnsen, and Parx Racing-based trainer Ned Allard. She 
hadn't won a stakes since taking the Lighthouse at Monmouth 
Parkin June 2009, but had six stakes placings since that score and 
prior to the claim. 

She came into the Ruffian off a third-place finish in the Sky 
Beauty Stakes at Belmont Park on July 1. “She's a beautiful mare. 


that's why I claimed her," said Wolfson. “That, and the Mahbu 
Moon." 

Bred by Charles and Cynthia McGinnes in partnership with 
Country Life Farm, Ask the Moon is out of the winning Valid 
Appeal mare Always Asking, who was purchased by the 
McGinneses for $21,000 from the Wimborne Farm dispersal in 
July 2002. 

The McGinneses have long supported stallions who have 
entered stud at the Pons family's Country Life Farm in Bel Air, 
Md., including Malibu Moon. After a mare they sent to the stallion 
in 2003 faded to produce a foal, the McGinneses expected a return 
breeding the next year. But during the interim, Malibu Moon had 
become a hot commodity among the nation's sires and was on his 
way to Kentucky for the 2004 breeding season. 

With the move, the contract was no longer valid, Charles 
McGinnes was told, and they would not get the return breeding. 
“But because we were such longtime clients, the Ponses honored 
the return," said Charles McGinnes. “It was such a classy thing for 
them to do, so Cynthia and I decided we would add Country Life 
Farm as co-breeder of the resulting foal." The McGinneses sent 
Always Asking, who didn't have a foal in 2004, to Malibu Moon 
that spring. Ask the Moon is the result. 

Still a member of the Thornmar broodmare band. Always 
Asking produced a filly by Old Fashioned in May, but because of 
the late foaling date, was not bred back. Always Asking is also the 
dam of the stakes-placed 3-year-old fiUy Give Me Five (by Lion 
Hearted).

HAVELOCK SECURES 
GRADED STAKES WIN 
AT WOODBINE 

T he 4-year-old Maryland-bred Havelock, a son of Northview 
Stallion Station sire Great Notion, proved relentless in the 
Woodbine stretch and got up in the final yards to capmre 
the Grade 2 Play the King Stakes on August 28 in thrilling fashion. 
The bay gelding, owned and bred by Silverton Hill LLC, earned 
$122,244 in recording his first graded stakes win. 

Winner of the Arlington Sprint Handicap on July 16 in his 
previous start, Havelock was morning-hne 8-1 for his Woodbine 
debut, but his odds drifted to 18-1 by the time the dozen runners 
left the gate for the seven-furlong Play the King, run on firm mrf 
Breaking from the rail under Jermaine Bridgmohan, Havelock was 
closer to the pace than usual. 

^We had the inside post,” said Bridgmohan. ‘‘But we didn’t 
want to be inside. I tried to ease away, but I saw an oppormnity so 
I had to go back in there, and it worked out in the end. I tried to 
wait as long as I could.” 

Sitting just off fractions of :22.96 and :45.72, Havelock 
dropped back slightly as the field rounded the far mrn. The pace¬ 
setter, Canada’s 2008 Horse of the Year Fatal Bullet, maintained 
the lead, but Havelock had more in reserve. Digging in, the bay 
gelding squeezed through an opening on the rail in deep stretch 
and out-battled fast-closing Riding the River, determined Fatal 
Bullet and gaining Gypsy Ring to get the win by a head in the four- 
horse blanket finish. His final time was 1:21.56. Rewarding backers 
with $39.30 for the win, Havelock topped a $758.20 exacta; the $1 
superfecta paid an astonishing $133,350. 

Trained by Darrin Miller, Havelock has recorded three wins, 
plus a third in Arlington’s Hanshin Cup Handicap-G3, in his last 
five starts. His career mark stands at 12-5-0-2 for earnings of 
$274,321. 

“A great effort on the horse. He’s a never-say-die kind of 
horse,” said Miller.

Looking back 


10years ago 

B Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred editor Tim 
Capps commented on the initial reports 
from the National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association's Racing Integrity and Drug 
Testing Task Force, which he noted ‘‘rep¬ 
resent a step in what will be a long, slow 
progression-hopefully-to a national con¬ 
sensus on medication rules, testing proce¬ 
dures, quality controls, research, enforce¬ 
ment and the funding for all of the 
above." 

Capps elaborated on the complexities 
of the issue: “Drug use and testing has 
become the American racing industry's 
Viemam War, a vexing, debihtating, fruit¬ 
less search for a central theme that would 
lead to standard policies and practices," 

B Kids to the Cup (KTTC), a nonprofit 
program created by well-known California 
owner/breeder Trudy McCaffery, was 
reaching far and wide to attract, educate 
and develop young racing fans. 

The program, which provided direct 
access to the sport's major events and 
players, also rewarded grants to allow 
two KTTC members, Nikki Sherman 
and Amy Schuver, to become the pro¬ 
gram's first official interns. The on-track 
internships, sponsored by the Virginia 
Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association, allowed the teenagers a 
wide variety of experiences at Colonial 
Downs, under the guidance of trainer and 
VHBPA representative Diana McClure. 

Trudy McCaffery’s foundation left a lasting 
impression on thousands of kids who signed up. 
But the program ended during McCaffery’s long 
battle with cancer. She died in February 2007. 

B Shine Again surprised bettors at 
Saratoga by defeating favorites Dream 
Supreme and Spain in the Grade 1 
Ballerina Stakes at 21-1. It was the third 
stakes win of the year, and first graded, 
for Allaire duPont's 4-year-old fiUy by 
Wild Again out of the Two Punch mare 
Shiner, and increased her earnings to 
$457,960 from 15 lifetime starts. 

B Two-time Eclipse Award-winning 
sprinter Housebuster, who stood the pre¬ 
vious three seasons in Japan, was moving 
to Blue Ridge Farm in UpperviUe, Va,, for 
2002. Managed by The Stallion Company, 
the 14-year-old son of Mt. Livermore was 
the sire of 24 stakes winners. 

A shuttle stallion to New Zealand ear¬ 
lier in his career, Housebuster was a true 
international sire, and his progeny earn¬ 


ings reflected the fact, with his runners 
campaigning in Japan, Hong Kong, New 
Zealand, Australia and the U.S. One of 
his best runners of 2001 was 2-year-old 
Buster's Daydream, a three-time graded 
stakes winner in New York. 

B Horatius, the sire of Eclipse Award- 
winning sprinter and Breeders' Cup 
Sprint-Gl victress Safely Kept, was retired 
from stud duty at the age of 26. “He had 
the desire, but it was too stressful for us. 
We didn't want to see him get hurt," 
reported Charles and Cynthia McGinnes, 
who stood the chesmut stallion for 20 
years at their Thornmar farm in 
Chestertown, Md. 

25years ago 

B The excitement surrounding Jim 
McKay's Maryland Milli on was growing as 
its first running was approaching in 
October. In addition to corporate spon¬ 
sorship support, the Maryland Department 
of Economic and Community Development 
made a commitment to participate, as it 
recognized the Maryland Million as “an 
effective tool to interest a more extensive 
segment of the four miUion-plus who hve 
in the Baltimore-Washington population 
complex." The races were to be shown on 
ESPN during a two-hour telecast, as well 
as on the local WMAR Channel 2 station 
from Baltimore. 

Special events on the agenda surround¬ 
ing Maryland Million Day included a race 
horse veterinary clinic sponsored by the 
University of Pennsylvania, and a special 
exhibit of sporting art from the WiUiam 
Woodward Sr. collection at the Baltimore 
Museum of Art. 

B The Maryland Horse covered the daily 
routine of Maryland's greatest stallion, the 
aging Northern Dancer. During the most 
recent breeding season, the Windfields 
Farm legend, at the age of 25, had bred a 
reduced book of 32 mares, and 27 had 
been determined in foal. “That's a fertihty 
rate of 85 percent," pointed out the 
farm's general manager, Joe Hickey. 
“Which would be a highly satisfactory fig¬ 
ure for a stallion half his age." 

Never considered easygoing. Northern 
Dancer showed no hint of mellowing 
with age. According to his groom, 
28-year-old Ron Paris, “He's slowed down 
a little bit. Mostly I notice it in the way he 
walks out to the paddock. But he still 
drags me to the breeding shed."

Added Hickey: “He thinks all the mares 
are for him. And 10 years ago we had to 
move him from a stall in the front of the 
smd barn to one in the back because he 
made a habit of propping his feet up on a 
narrow window ledge, high up in the stall, 
to get a look at the mares outside." 

B Fasig-Tipton Maryland changed its 
name to Fasig-Tipton Midlantic. 
According to company officials, the 
change reflected the growing evolvement 
of the five-state area that comprises the 
mid-Atlantic region. 

50years ago 

B Shenandoah Downs announced plans 
to run a Tri-State Fumrity. The West 
Virginia track's general manager. Bob 
Leavitt, predicted the first running, to 
be held in 1962 for 2-year-olds foaled in 
Maryland, Virginia and West Virginia, 
would carry a gross purse of more than 
$10,000. All fees coming from nomina¬ 
tions, keeping nominees eligible, and 
starting would be shared among owners 
and breeders who nominated horses and 
placed in the event. 

The first two runnings of the Th-State 
would not be true futurities, since any 
2-year-old from the three states would 
be eligible, but foals of mares bred in 
1961 would need to be nominated by 
December 31, 1961, to be eligible in 1964. 

B Harry A. Love's homebred Peal cap¬ 
tured his third consecutive steeplechase 
stakes victory by setting a course record in 
the Broad Hollow at Belmont Park. The 
Maryland-bred son of *Hunters Moon IV, 
trained by Charles VB. Cushman Jr., was 
ridden in every winning race by Joseph L. 
Aitcheson Jr. 

Peal went on to be named the nation’s champion 
steeplechaser of 1961.

championship campaign at 
2, Izzy Speaking, True Sensa¬ 
tion and, early in their careers. 
Case of the Blues and Pour It 
On. 

White, 57, joined the MHBA 
in 1995 and has served on its 
nominating committee. He is 
co-founder and managing 
partner of Skeedattle Associ¬ 
ates, a productive venture that 
has reaped important victo¬ 
ries with relatively modest 
numbers since 1992. Skeedat¬ 
tle won July's Grade 2 Futuri¬ 
ty Stakes at Belmont Park with 
Jack's in the Deck (bred by 
Bowman and wife Chris) and 
also owned 2000 Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year and 
champion 2 and 3-year-old fil¬ 
ly Gin Talking, graded stakes 
winner Mr O'Brien (Ire) and 
$500,000-earner Case of the 
Blues. It bred and raced grad¬ 
ed stakes winner Dixie Talk¬ 
ing. 

"I have some concerns that 
Maryland racing is continuing 
to deteriorate," White said of 
his board appointment, "even 


though I see tremendous op¬ 
portunities ahead."

Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 



Ben's Cat 
snares $200,000 
Pennsylvania 
Governor's Cup 
Handicap 

The Jim Stable's Ben's Cat 
split rivals in midstretch and 
surged late to nail pacesetter 
Cardashi in the final strides to 
win the 39th running of the 
$200,000 Pennsylvania Gover¬ 
nor's Cup Handicap on July 
30 at Penn National. The 7-5 
betting favorite in the field of 
10, Ben's Cat completed the 
five furlongs on the turf in 
:56.48. 

It was the third stakes win 
of the year in seven starts for 
the King T. Leatherbury- 
owned, bred and trained 
Ben's Cat, the Maryland-bred 
champion sprinter and turf 
runner of 2010. The $110,000 
winner's share of the purse 
raised the 5-year-old's earn¬ 
ings to $466,230 from 16 life¬ 
time starts. 

Ridden by Jeremy Rose, 
who recorded three stakes 
wins at the track over the 
weekend, Ben's Cat was set¬ 
tled back early off opening 
fractions of :22.14 and :44.81. 
Edged out in midstretch for 
his run, the dark bay son of 
former Maryland sire Park¬ 
er's Storm Cat had to wait for 
running room. "You hope for 
a clean trip in any turf sprint 
and we got one," said Rose in 
the winner's circle. "This 


horse has been good all year 
for Mr. Leatherbury. We got a 
pretty big opening at the 
eighth pole and he was full of 
run." 

Earlier this season, Ben's 
Cat captured the Mister Diz 
Stakes for state-breds on April 
9, and put in a furious rally to 
score decisively in the Jim 
McKay Turf Sprint Stakes on 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes Day 
on May 20, both races coming 
at Pimlico. In his start prior to 
the Governor's Cup, his rally 
fell short as he missed by a 
head to El Churruca in Parx 
Racing's five-furlong $200,000 
Parx Dash Handicap. 

Ben's Cat is the first stakes 
performer for the stakes- 
placed Thirty Eight Paces 
mare Twofox. Also bred by 
Leatherbury, Twofox is a full 
or half-sister to two Mary¬ 
land-bred champions, multi¬ 
ple graded stakes winner 
Thirty Eight Go Go, an earner 
of $871,229, and graded 
stakes winner Notches Trace. 
Another full sister, Endette, is 
the dam of Maryland-bred 
champion and $914,024-earn¬ 
er Ah Day and Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic winner Due. 

Nasty Rumor gets 
around at Calder 

Farnsworth Stables EEC's 
3-year-old filly Nasty Rumor 
overcame a stumble at the 
start of the one-mile Crystal 
Rail Stakes at Calder Casino 
and Race Course on August 
20, quickly moved up to rate 
just off the early pace, went 
for the lead with a quarter- 
mile to go and won the 
$55,000 stakes by a half 
length. Jockey Luis Saez was 
aboard the filly for her first 
stakes win. 


Due to daily rains, the 
Crystal Rail, originally sched¬ 
uled for seven and a half fur¬ 
longs on the turf, was moved 
to the main track. 

In five starts at a mile or 
longer. Nasty Rumor has fin¬ 
ished in the top two four 
times for trainer Marty Wolf- 
son-the only blemish came in 
her previous start, her stakes 
debut in the Sweettrickydanc¬ 
er Stakes on July 9. "Her last 
race was my fault," noted 
Wolfson. "I ran her back in 
three weeks and she just 
needs more time. She's had 
seven weeks since her last. 
That was the difference. I was 
fine with the race coming off 
the turf. If you throw out her 
last, she's fine on dirt." The 
fourth choice in the field of 
six, she returned $12 for the 
win. 

Bred in Maryland by the 
late Cary Jackson, the chest¬ 
nut filly is by Johannesburg 
out of Carna, by Dehere. She 
was purchased by Farns¬ 
worth Stables for $95,000 at 
the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. Sent through 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May Two-Year-Olds in Train¬ 
ing sale. Nasty Rumor was a 
$62,000 buy back. From eight 
lifetime starts, she has three 
wins (all since June 5) and 
two seconds, for career earn¬ 
ings of $77,348. 

Nasty Rumor is the second 
stakes winner for Carna, who 
is also the dam of the Two 
Punch filly Now It Begins. A 
$137,620 earner. Now It Be¬ 
gins won the 2008 Squan Song 
Stakes and placed in three ad¬ 
ditional black-type races. Car¬ 
na is a half-sister to graded 
stakes winner and two-time 
Maryland Million Classic 
winner Algar, from the family 
of Grade 1 winner Henny 
Hughes. 

Carna has a juvenile Mali¬ 
bu Moon filly named Moon 
Meeting Too who has yet to 
start, and a yearling colt by 
Dance With Ravens. 

Poseidon's Warrior 
sharp in Penn 
National stakes 

Swilcan Stable EEC's 
Poseidon's Warrior was 



razor-sharp in his six and 
a quarter-length win in the 
$100,000 East Hanover Stakes 
on July 30 at Penn National. 
Always prominent in the 
six-furlong sprint, the 3-year- 
old Maryland-bred colt was 
a half length off the :22.36 
opening quarter, took charge 
after a half mile in :45.26, and 
drew off under a hand ride by 
Frankie Pennington to stop 
the clock in a solid 1:09.36, less 
than a second off the track re¬ 
cord. 

Bred by David and JoAnn 
Hayden's Dark Hollow Farm 
and William Beatson, Posei¬ 
don's Warrior recorded his 
second stakes win in his ninth 
career start. His first came at 
age 2 when he romped home 
by seven lengths in Mon¬ 
mouth Park's $167,000 NATC 
Futurity last September. With 
two stakes placings to his 
credit as well, he has amassed 
$244,917. 

Trained by Robert Reid 
Jr., Poseidon's Warrior was 
sent off as the favorite in the 
field of eight for the East Ha¬ 
nover. In his previous start, a 
six-furlong allowance at Parx 
Racing, he won in a rout, scor¬ 
ing by 10 lengths in a dazzling 
1:08.18. 

A son of champion sprinter 
Speightstown, Poseidon's 
Warrior was sold for $90,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlan¬ 
tic May 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing sale. He is a half-brother 
to stakes winners Play Bingo 
(2001, g., by Polish Numbers; 
$455,240, Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic, etc.) and Quick 
'n Smart (1996, f., by Polish 
Numbers; $156,820, Seton 
Hall S, etc.) and stakes-placed 
$279,370-earner Rhythmn 
Master. He is the final foal 
out of Poised to Pounce (by 
Smarten), a winning half-sis¬ 
ter to seven-time stakes win¬ 
ner Smart 'n Quick. 
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Wild Jacob shoots 
to third straight 
stakes win 

Wild Jacob, the only 3-year- 
old in the field of six, surged 
to the lead in deep stretch to 
capture Canterbury Park's 
$50,000 John Bullit Stakes on 
August 14 by a length. In get¬ 
ting his third stakes win in a 
row, he defeated some of the 
best runners stabled at the 
Minnesota track, including 
favorite Stachys and the race's 
defending champion, Heza 
Wild Guy 

Biding his time in third in 
the early running of the mile 
and a sixteenth race on a firm 
turf course. Wild Jacob was 
guided by Ry Eikleberry to 


make a three-wide bid head¬ 
ing into the stretch. The 1.90-1 
second choice. Wild Jacob 
caught pacesetter El Poppie in 
the final strides to complete 
the distance in 1:43.05. 

Owned and trained by 
Stanley Mankin, Wild Jacob 
got his fifth win from seven 
starts in 2011, and hasn't been 
off the board while earning 
$145,725 for the year. In his 
two previous outings he cap¬ 
tured the Prairie Mile at Prai¬ 
rie Meadows and the Dean 
Kutz Stakes at Canterbury in 
his first start on the turf. His 
career mark is 9-5-1-2 and 
$146,814. 

Bred in Maryland by Bohe¬ 
mia Stable, the bay Eurosilver 
gelding out of Let's Coast, by 


Cozzene, was purchased by 
Mankin for $11,000 from his 
breeder at the 2009 Keeneland 
September yearling sale. He 
is the second foal, and second 
stakes performer, for Let's 
Coast, whose first, the Do¬ 
mestic Dispute filly Star Anna, 
was second in the 2010 Mary¬ 
land Filly Championship 
Stakes and has earned $96,268 
to date. 

Let's Coast, bred by the late 
Allaire duPont, is a half-sister 
to multiple stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed Kitty 
Knight, a daughter of Capote 
who earned $195,656. Wild Ja¬ 
cob's third dam. Give a Toast, 
was purchased by duPont for 
$235,000 at the Keeneland July 
Yearling sale. She went on to 


win four stakes, including the 
Beaugay Handicap-G3, and 
earn $222,766. 

Now 10, Let's Coast pro¬ 
duced a filly by Two Punch 
this year and has a Scat Dad¬ 
dy yearling filly, both bred in 
the name of duPont's daugh¬ 
ter, Lana Wright.

A letter from the state 
agriculture secretary 

E arlier this year, an outbreak of equine herpes swept across nearly a dozen Western and Midwestern 

states after horses from those states had gathered in one spot for a national show, became exposed to 
the illness and then returned home. 

More than 1,500 horses on 242 premises were reportedly exposed to EHV-1 (either at the national event 
or through contact with horses exposed at the event). Thirteen horses died or were euthanized. Twenty-eight 
cases of EHV-1 infection and 26 cases of EHM were confirmed. Incidents like this make it painfully clear how 
quickly a disease outbreak can spread among horses and how tragic the consequences can be. 

At the heart of New Jersey’s laws regarding the movement of horses throughout the state, the importation 
of horses into Newjersey from other states, and the sale of horses in Newjersey is preventing, as much as 
possible, the outbreak of serious, contagious diseases. These laws are intended to prevent a tragic outbreak of 
disease among horses, and the costs, both monetary and emotional, that it would impose upon Newjersey 
horse owners. 

These laws are for the protection of horses, and protections designed to ensure a safe outcome are no 
protection at all if they are not used or enforced. These protections provide assurances both to the equine 
industry as a whole and the individual horse owner alike that the state is safeguarding horse health.

The afternoon of April 9 was one 
that William J. (Bill) Hartwell and wife 
Frances likely will remember the rest of 
their lives. 

That day, two Hartwell homebreds 
won both $75,000 stakes for Pennsyl- 
vania-breds at Parx Racing: Jemilyn 
in the Foxy J. G. for fillies and mares, 
and Golddigger s Boy in the Lyman for 
3-year-olds and up. 

The Hartwells, married 51 years, and 
many members of their large family 
(four children, 10 grandchildren) greet¬ 
ed each horse in the winners circle. 

“It was hard to believe,” Bill Hart¬ 
well said. “What made it all the more 
remarkable is that I foaled both of them, 
saw them take their first breaths. It was 
extremely exciting, and very satisfying.” 

This has been a banner season for the 
Hartwells, who have owned and bred Thor-

oughbreds for 40 years. Golddiggers Boy, a 
4-year-old son of Jump Start (who stands 
at Ghost Ridge Farms near York, Pa.), has 
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Jane White 


won three stakes in 2011, the most recent 
the Donald LeVine Memorial Handicap at 
Parx in June, and reeled off five straight wins, 
while the now-retired Jemilyn, a 6-year-old 
daughter of Good and Tough, heads to the 
breeding shed with a bankroll of $449,703. 

The Hartwells’ euphoria this year fol¬ 
lowed sudden heartbreak. Ucan’tcme, a 
stakes-winning halfibrother to Golddigger’s 
Boy and regarded as one of the most talented 
horses the couple ever bred, died last fall 
from ulcerative colitis, just as he was prepar¬ 
ing for the Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes. 

“That was really distressing,” said Hartwell. 
“He was the best thing I’ve ever touched. He 
could have been a classic horse.” 


“Bob was an extraordinary guy, a great 
horseman,” Hartwell said. “We consider our¬ 
selves lucky to now have Ramon Preciado,” 
who had run Camac’s shedrow before be¬ 
coming a trainer. 

Hartwell, president of Hartwell Ware¬ 
housing Inc. in Bristol, Pa., has loved horse 
racing from a young age. He worked for his 
uncle, trainer J.J. Qack) Dougherty, and in 
1972 purchased his first horse. Later, he and 
Frances bought their 38-acre farm in Buck¬ 
ingham, Pa. 

Hartwell’s busy life leaves little time for 
rest and relaxation. He said he wouldn’t have 
it any other way. 

“As soon as I drive up the lane of my farm 
at the end of the day, that’s my vacation,” he said 
with a laugh. “We’ve been very, very fortunate 
in this game, and raised a lot of nice horses.”

GOLDDIGGER'S BOY 



From the moment of birth, a foal 
carries a breeders hopes for success. 
In the rarest of times, the foal exceeds 
them. 

Golddiggers Boy has done just that 
for Bill and Frances Hartwell. A 4-year- 
old son of the Ghost Ridge Farms stal¬ 
lion Jump Start, Golddiggers Boy has 
won seven of 11 starts, including three 
stakes this year: the open $200,000 
Donald LeVine Memorial Handi¬ 
cap and the restricted $75,000 Lyman 


Handicap at Parx Racing and $75,000 
Docent Stakes at Penn National. He’s 
earned $403,368. 

The dark bay or brown colt also 
represents a fourth-generation family 
owned and/or bred by the Hartwells at 
their Buckingham, Pa., farm. 

The third dam of Golddigger’s Boy 
was a daughter of ITainy Lake foaled 
in 1970. Reigning TV made 77 career 
starts and won or placed 40 times for 
the Hartwells. 


“She was known as ‘The Concrete 
Mare,”’ Bill Hartwell said. “She was a 
tough son of a gun. She lived to be 33 
years old, and is buried on our farm.” 

As a broodmare. Reigning TV. pro¬ 
duced six foals, all winners, includ¬ 
ing the stakes-winning full brothers 
Private Showing and Mike’s Surprise. 
To the 1990 cover of Shimatoree, she 
produced the filly Flagnlinda, a winner 
of seven races and $110,352. Flagnlinda 
eventually joined her dam as a Hartwell 
broodmare. 

Bred to Prenup, Flagnlinda in 2000 
produced the stakes-placed filly Gold- 
digger Beware, an earner of $164,209. 
Upon her retirement, the Hartwells 
bred Golddigger Beware to Jump Start, 
a son of A. P. Indy, and christened her 
resultant first foal Golddigger’s Boy. 

Golddigger’s Boy debuted midway 
in his 3-year-old season, but he was 
worth the wait. 

“He was plagued by quarter cracks,” 
Hartwell said, “and every time he’d get 
close to a race, he’d pop another one.” 

Whereas Golddigger’s Boy made 
up for time, half-brother Ucan’tcme 
was suddenly denied it. The 2-year- 
old Bowman’s Band colt won the 2010 
Christopher Elser Memorial Stakes at 
Parx with ease but died last fall. 

And yet the Hartwells’ dreams en¬ 
dure. Golddigger Beware has a weanHng 
filly by Mineshaft named Sassy HoUy, 
and the Hartwells plan to race her, keep¬ 
ing the cycle of life, and hope, alive.

Colonial Downs meet a positive undertaking 


C olonial Downss two-month 
summer race season ended 
with nearly all economic indi¬ 
cators above those of the 2010 
meet. Total attendance increased 
even though racing was scaled 
back from five to four days a 
week, with daily average atten¬ 
dance up 28 percent over last 
year. 

Moving Saturdays post time 
from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m. helped 
attendance. Race fans were spared 
afternoon heat and beach traf¬ 
fic on 1-64. The late Saturday 
post also enticed a record crowd 
exceeding 10,000 to the $600,000 
Virginia Derby-G2, won by Air 
Support. 

Most importantly for horse¬ 
men, daily purses were up signifi¬ 
cantly, averaging about $197,000 
a day compared to last years 


$169,000. Reinstitution this 
year of the unique 100 per¬ 
cent Virginia-bred owners’ bonus, 
which in all overnight open races 
paid owners double the normal 
purse share through fifth place, 
helped boost that average. So 
too did curtailing racing to four 
days a week, done by track man¬ 
agement at the Virginia HBPA’s 
request. 

The four-day week also aided 
field size. Colonial averaged 8.8 
starters per race compared to 
last year’s 7.7. Regarding turf 
races —78 percent of those run 
at the meet—field size aver¬ 
aged 9.3 starters. Were it not for 
scratches brought about by five 
rain-induced moves to the main 
track, overall field size would have 
exceeded nine starters per race. 


Colonial’s main dirt course 
continued to draw fewer than 
eight horses per race. To encour¬ 
age more main-track entries, the 
VHBPA sponsored a “dirt bonus” 
program for trainers running 
their horses on the main track 
for a claiming price of $10,000 
or less. This summer we paid 
trainer bonuses of $14,300 based 
on performance: $200 for first; 
$100 (second); $75 (third), and 
$50 (fourth through last). 

With field size in mind, 
and the lack of a shuttle from 
Maryland, the racing secretary’s 
office charted the movements of 
its participants.Thirty-six percent 
of aU starters shipped to race, 
slightly less than years in which 
the track ran a free shuttle. Of the 
shippers, 55 percent came from 
Maryland, 15 percent from West 


Virginia, 11 percent from Virginia, 
and the remainder mostly from 
Delaware, Pennsylvania and the 
Carolinas. 

Field size drives larger wager¬ 
ing handle, which in turn pro¬ 
vides more revenue for the 
track and the horsemen’s purse 
account. This season all-source 
handle increased to a daily aver¬ 
age of $844,441, up slightly from 
last summer’s $830,857. However, 
the on-track portion of that han¬ 
dle increased 19 percent. Average 
out-of-state simulcast handle 
on Colonial’s racing product 
dropped slightly, due in part to 
short fields on the five off-the- 
turf programs. 

AU in aU, the VHBPA regarded 
this year’s meet as successful. 


Race-day medication issue nearing possible resolution 


I n March, the Association 
of Racing Commissioners 
International (RCI)—the organi¬ 
zation representing regulators in 
states with horse racing—stirred 
up controversy by caUing for a 
ban on race-day use of furose- 
mide (Lasix), a therapeutic medi¬ 
cation widely used for decades 
to lessen and prevent pulmo¬ 
nary bleeding in horses, tech- 
nicaUy caUed Exercise-Induced 
Pulmonary Hemorrhaging 
(EIPH). The Jockey Club and 
the Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association (TOBA) 
quickly followed. Proponents 
cited the public perception that 
racing lacked integrity because 
horses were being drugged. 

The National Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA) and the Vir¬ 
ginia HBPA opposed doing so 
without detailed consideration of 


equine welfare issues involved in 
pulmonary bleeding. 

In June, the Racing Medica¬ 
tion and Testing Consortium 
(RMTC), the industry organiza¬ 
tion set up in 2000 to address 
medication issues, with the 
American Association of Equine 
Practitioners (AAEP) and the 
National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association (NTRA), hosted an 
International Summit on Race 
Day Medication at Belmont Park. 
Summit participants included sci¬ 
entists and industry stakeholders 
from around the world. After dis¬ 
cussing EIPH medical evidence, 
including an unprecedented and 
comprehensive recent South 
African study, all agreed that Lasix 
does in fact prevent and lessen 
pulmonary bleeding, which left 
untreated could hinder a horse’s 
natural performance and promote 
lung disease. 


Examination of the proposed 
Lasix ban from an equine welfare 
standpoint continued in July at 
the National HBPA convention 
in Seattle. Dr. Paul S. Morley, 
one of the authors of the South 
African study, detailed the sci¬ 
entific evidence establishing the 
efficacy of Lasix. At the same 
time. Dr. Morley said, there was 
no evidence, other than anecdot¬ 
al, supporting the common race- 
day use of such adjunct bleeder 
medications as aminocaproic acid 
(Amicar) and carbazochrome 
(“Kentucky Red”). 

The July convention ended 
with a policy statement by the 
National HBPA, supported by the 
Virginia HBPA, which addressed 
Lasix both from a horse welfare 
and racing integrity perspective. 
The statement called for contin¬ 
ued race-day use of Lasix, pro¬ 
vided it is administered only by 
state regulatory veterinarians, and 


that all other race-day drugs be 
banned, including adjunct bleeder 
medications. In effect, private vet¬ 
erinarians would no longer go 
into stalls on race day. 

The RMTC board of direc¬ 
tors adopted the same position 
in August. The board voted to 
recommend to RCI, by way of a 
model rule, that Lasix be admin¬ 
istered only by regulatory veteri¬ 
narians and that all other bleeder 
medications be banned on race 
day. Board members voting for 
that recommendation included 
representatives from The Jockey 
Club and TOBA, the two organi¬ 
zations that initially called for an 
end to race-day Lasix. 

RCI is scheduled to consider 
a model rule based on RMTC’s 
recommendation when it meets 
in October. If adopted, the race- 
day medication controversy may 
be quelled, at least short term.
